Precious  Metals:  Section  83-1 .  No  person  shall  collect,  deal  in,  or  keep  a  shop 
for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  precious  metals  in  any  building  or  place  within 
the  limits  of  the  Town  without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Section 
83-2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law,  the  term  “Precious  Metals”  shall  include 
any  precious  metal,  such  as  gold,  silver,  or  platinum  without  regard  to  the  form 
or  amount  of  such  precious  metal.  Section  83-3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may, 
for  a  fee,  license  suitable  persons  to  be  dealers  in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the 
purchase,  sale,  or  barter  of  precious  metals  at  such  places  within  the  town,  as 
may  be  designated  in  such  license,  under  such  conditions  and  restrictions,  as  are 
prescribed  in  this  article,  which  shall  be  incorporated  in  every  such  license. 
Section  834.  No  keeper  of  a  shop,  as  described  in  Section  83-1  of  this  Article 
shall  directly  or  indirectly,  either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  ex¬ 
change  any  of  the  articles  of  a  minor,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  him/ 
her  to  be  such.  Section  83-5.  No  article  purchased  or  received  shall  be  sold  or 
altered  in  appearance,  form,  or  substance  until  a  period  of  at  least  30  days  from 
the  date  of  its  purchase  or  receipt  has  elapsed.  Section  83-6.  Every  such  licensee 
shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Police  Chief  (or  his  designee),  Friday  of  each 
week,  a  legible  and  correct  list,  containing  an  accurate  description  of  all  articles 
purchased  during  the  preceding  business  week,  the  prices  paid  therefor,  the  time 
when  such  articles  were  purchased,  and  the  respective  numbers  of  such  articles. 
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Section  83-7.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop,  licensed  as  provided  in  this  Article,  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  written,  in  English,  at  the  time  of  every  purchase, 
a  description  of  precious  metals  so  purchased,  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of 
the  person  from  whom  purchased,  and  the  day  and  hour  when  such  purchase 
was  made.  Section  83-8.  Every  such  shopkeeper  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  any 
purchase,  attach  a  number  to  each  article  bought  and  shall  make  entry  of  such 
number  in  the  book.  Such  book  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  for  the  inspection  of 
the  Police  Chief  or  any  member  of  the  Police  Department.  Section  83-9.  Every 
keeper  of  a  shop,  as  described  in  Section  83-1  of  this  Article,  shall  put,  in  some 
suitable  and  conspicuous  place  in  his  shop,  a  sign  having  his  name  and  occupa¬ 
tion  legibly  described  thereon  in  large  letters.  Such  shop  and  all  articles  purch¬ 
ased  therein,  may  at  all  times,  be  examined  by  the  Police  Chief  or  any  member 
of  the  Police  Department.  Section  83-10.  Whoever  not  being  licensed  as  re¬ 
quired  under  Section  83-1  of  this  Article,  collects,  deal  in,  or  barters  precious 
metals  in  any  place  or  manner  other  than  that  designated  in  his  license,  or  after 
notice  to  him  that  his  license  has  been  revoked,  or  whoever  violates  any  rule, 
regulation,  or  restriction  contained  in  his  license,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $50.00  nor  more  than  $200.00  and  each  day  of  such  violation  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense.  Section  83-11.  The  license  fee,  as  described  in 
Section  83-3,  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00).

ARTICLE  18STM.  Amend  By-Laws  —  Burglar  Alarms. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Martino  (3):  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws, 
dated  September,  1981 ,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  establishing  a  new  Chapt¬ 
er  68  —  “Burglar  Alarm  Control”  to  read  as  follows:  Section  68-1.  Prupose: 
False  Alarms  have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  local  law  enforcement  effort.  They 
are  costly  and  disruptive.  Costly  in  the  sense  of  the  deployment  of  our  people 
to  non-bonafide  calls:  detrimental  by  subjecting  our  personnel  and  equipment 
to  injury  or  other  negative  impacts  when  responding.  They  cause  a  drain  on  the 
allocation  of  personnel  to  designated  areas  by  leaving  certain  other  areas  of  the 
Town  vulnerable.  This  is  a  situation  that  must  be  met,  modified,  and  dealt  with 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  efficient  and  effective  running  of  the  Braintree 
Police  Department,  by  specific  means  as  set  forth  herein. 

Section  68-2.  Definitions:  As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  meanings  indicated:  Burglar  Alarm  System  —  An  assembly  of  equip¬ 
ment  and  devices,  or  a  single  device  such  as  a  solid  state  unit,  which  plugs  direct¬ 
ly  into  allO  volt  AC  line,  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a  hazard  requiring 
urgent  attention  to  which  police  are  expected  to  respond.  Fire  Alarm  Systems 
and  alarm  systems  which  monitor  temperature,  smoke,  humidity,  or  any  other 
condition  not  directly  related  to  the  detection  of  an  unauthorized  intrusion  into 
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a  premise  or  an  attempted  robbery  at  a  premise,  are  specifically  excluded  from 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  Provisions  of  Section  C  of  this  by-law  shall  apply 
to  all  users. 

False  Alarms  —  (A)  The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical  fail¬ 
ure,  malfunction,  improper  installation,  or  negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm  sys¬ 
tem  or  his  employees  or  agents;  (B)  Any  signal  or  automatic  dialing  device  trans¬ 
mitted  tothe  Braintree  Police  Department  requesting,  or  requiring,  or  resulting 
in  a  response  on  the  part  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department,  when  in  fact  there 
has  been  no  unauthorized  intrusion,  robbery,  or  burglary,  or  attempted  threat. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  definition,  activation  of  alarm  systems  by  acts  of  God, 
including  but  not  limited  to:  power  outages, hurricanes, tornadoes,  earth  quakes, 
and  similar  weather  or  atmospheric  disturbances  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a 
false  alarm. 

Automatic  Dialing  Device  —  An  alarm  system  which  automatically  sends,  over 
regular  telephone  lines,  by  direct  connection  or  otherwise,  a  pre-recorded  voice 
message  or  coded  signal,  indicating  the  existence  of  the  emergency  situation  that 
the  alarm  system  is  designated  to  detect. 

Section  68-3.  Control  and  curtailment  of  signals  emitted  by  alarm  systems: 
A.  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit,  to  the  Police  Chief,  the  names  and  telephone 
numbers  of  at  least  two  other  persons,  in  addition  to  the  user,  who  are  author¬ 
ized  to  respond,  after  notification  by  the  Police  Department  to  an  emergency 
signal  transmitted  by  an  alarm  system,  and  who  can  open  the  premises  wherein 
the  alarm  system  is  installed.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  owner  of  said  prem¬ 
ises  to  immediately  notify  the  Braintree  Police  Department  of  any  changes  in 
the  list  of  authorized  employees  or  other  persons  to  respond  to  alarms.  B.  All 
alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law,  which  use  an 
audible  horn  or  bell,  shall  be  equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  such  bell 
or  horn  within  15  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm  system.  All  existing 
alarm  systems  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  must  have  a  shut-off  device  installed 
within  six  months  after  passage  of  this  by-law.  C.  Any  alarm  system,  emitting  a 
continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal  for  more  than  15  minutes  between  7:00 
P.M.  and  6:00  A.M.  which  cannot  be  shut  off  or  otherwise  curtailed,  due  to  the 
absence  or  unavailability  of  the  alarm  user  or  those  persons  designated  by  him 
under  paragraph  (A)  of  this  section,  and  which  disturbss  the  peace,  comfort,  or 
repose  of  a  community,  a  neighborhood,  or  a  considerable  number  of  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  area  where  the  alarm  system  is  located,  shall  constitute  a  public 
nuisance.  Upon  receiving  complaints  regarding  such  a  continuous  and  uninter¬ 
rupted  signal,  the  Braintree  Police  Department  shall  endeavor  to  contact  the 
alarm  user,  or  members  of  the  alarm  user’s  family,  or  those  persons  designated 
by  the  alarm  user  under  paragraph  (A)  of  this  section,  in  an  effort  to  abate  the 
nuisance.  The  Police  Chief  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  complaintants  and  the  time  each  complaint  was  made.  D.  No  alarm  system 
which  is  designed  to  transmit  emergency  messages  or  signals  of  intrusion  to  the 
Braintree  Police  Department,  will  be  tested  until  Police  Headquarters  has  been 
notified.  E.  Provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  alarm  devices  or  premises 
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owned  or  controlled  by  the  Town,  nor  to  alarm  devices  installed  in  a  motor 
vehicle  or  trailer. 

Section  684.  Penalties:  A.  The  user  shall  be  assessed  $25.00  as  a  false  alarm 
service  fee  for  each  false  alarm  in  excess  of  three  occurring  in  a  calendar  year; 
$35.00  in  excess  of  four  occurring  in  a  calendar  year;  and  $50.00  in  excess  of 
five  occuring  in  a  calendar  year.  The  Police  Chief  shall  notify  the  alarm  user, 
either  by  certified  mail  or  by  service  in  hand  by  a  Police  Officer  of  such  viola¬ 
tion.  Said  user  shall  submit  payment  within  15  days  of  said  notice  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  for  deposit  to  the  General  Fund.  B.  The  user  of  a  system,  which  oc¬ 
casions  six  or  more  false  alarms  within  a  calendar  year,  or  fails  to  pay  the  fine(s) 
after  said  notice,  may  be  ordered  to  disconnect  and  otherwise  discontinue  the 
use  of  same  by  the  Police  Chief. 

Discussion  ensued  involving  Mr.  Martino  (3),  Mr.  Oakman  (3)  and  Chief  Polio. 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion. 

Vote  and  count  were  taken  and  there  being  129  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
24  votes  in  the  negative  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion  SO  VOTED  (8:10 
P.M.). 

ARTICLE  19STM.  Amend  Zoning  By-Law  —  Signs. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mr.  Martino  (3),  it  was 

SO  VOTED  (8:12  P.M.):  Indefinite  Postponement. 

ARTICLE  20STM.  Amend  Zoning  By-Laws  —  Noise  Control. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Martino  (3):  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By- 
Laws,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  deleting  in  their  entirety  paragraphs  G  and 
H  of  Article  XI,  Section  135-1 102  —  135-1114  to  Article  XI  to  read  as  follows: 
135-1 102.  Noise  and  Vibration  Control.  Purpose.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  con¬ 
ferred  upon  the  Town  by  Chapter  40,  Section  21  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  the  following  is  adopted  for  the  regulation  and  restriction  of  unnecessary, 
excessive  and  annoying  noise  and  vibration  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  It  is  de¬ 
clared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  to  prohibit  such  noise  and  vi¬ 
bration  from  or  by  all  sources  as  set  forth  in  this  by-law.  Because  it  has  been  de¬ 
termined  that  certain  noise  levels  and  vibrations  are  detrimental  to  the  public 
health,  welfare,  safety  and  convenience  as  well  as  contrary  to  the  public  interest, 
these  standards  have  been  set  forth  by  the  Town  of  Braintree  to  declare  that 
creating,  maintaining,  causing  or  allowing  to  be  created  any  noise  or  vibration  in 
a  manner  prohibited  by  or  not  in  conformance  with  these  standards,  is  a  public 
nuisance  punishable  as  set  forth  in  this  by-law. 

135-1 103.  Definitions.  The  terms  used  in  this  by-law  shall  be  defined  as  follows: 
Ambient  Noise  Level  —  The  all-encompassing  noise  level  associated  with  a  given 
environment,  excluding  any  alleged  condition  of  noise  pollution. 
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A-Weighted  Sound  Level  —  The  sound  pressure  measured  on  a  sound  level  meter 
using  the  A-weighting  network.  The  level  read  is  designated  DB  (A)  or  DBA. 
Business  —  A  business  area  is  any  area  included  within  a  district  zoned  for  busi¬ 
ness,  under  the  Braintree  Zoning  By-Laws.  It  does  not  include  any  area  within  a 
district  zoned  for  residential  purposes  under  the  Zoning  By-Laws,  as  herein  de¬ 
fined,  regardless  of  whether  the  area  is  being  lawfully  used  or  is  available  for 
such  use  through  a  variance  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeal,  or  through  a  non- 
conforming  use  or  by  any  other  means. 

Construction  —  Any  site  preparation,  assembly,  erection,  substantial  repair,  al¬ 
teration,  or  similar  action  (demolition  excluded),  for  or  of  public  or  private 
right-of-way,  structures,  utilities  or  similar  property. 

Daytime  —  The  time  between  the  hours  of  seven  ante  meridian  (7 :00  A.M.)  and 
six  post  meridian  (6:00  P.M.)  each  week  day  excepting  Sunday  in  accordance 
with  the  time  system  locally  in  effect. 

Decibel  (DB)  —  The  unit  by  which  the  sound  level  is  measured. 

Demolition  —  Any  dismantling,  intentional  destruction  or  removal  of  structures, 
utilities,  public  or  private  right-of-way  surfaces,  or  similar  property. 

Emergency  Work  —  Any  work  performed  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or  allevi¬ 
ating  the  physical  trauma  or  property  damage  threatened  or  caused  by  an  emer¬ 
gency. 

Industrial  —  An  industrial  area  in  any  area  included  within  a  district  zoned  for 
industry,  under  the  Zoning  By-Laws.  It  does  not  include  any  area  within  a  dist¬ 
rict  zoned  for  residential  purposes  under  the  Zoning  By-Law,  as  herein  defined, 
regardless  of  whether  the  area  is  being  lawfully  used  or  is  available  for  such  use 
through  a  variance  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  or  through  a  non-conforming 
use  or  by  any  other  means. 

L10  —  The  A-weighted  sound  level  exceeded  10%  of  the  time. 

Motor  Vehicles  —  As  defined  in  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  90, 
Section  1  definitions. 

Light  Motor  Vehicles  —  All  motor  vehicles  having  a  gross  vehicle  weight  of 
10,000  pounds  or  less. 

Heavy  Motor  Vehicles  —  All  motor  vehicles  having  a  gross  vehicle  weight  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  10,000  pounds. 

Motorcycle  —  As  defined  in  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  90,  Sec¬ 
tion  1 ,  definitions. 

Muffler  or  Sound  Dissipative  Device  —  A  device  for  abating  the  sound  of  es¬ 
caping  gasses  or  an  internal  combustion  engine. 

Noise  Pollution  —  Any  sound  at  or  above  the  level  set  forth  in  Section  1 1  of 
this  by-law  which  exceeds  the  ambient  noise  level  designated  for  the  receiving 
land  use  category  when  measured  at  or  within  the  property  boundary  of  the  re¬ 
ceiving  land  use;  plus  any  sound  which  (1)  endangers  the  safety  of,  or  could 
cause  injury  to  the  health  of  humans  or  animals  or  (2)  annoys  or  disturbs  a 
reasonable  person  of  normal  sensitivities,  or  (3)  endangers  or  injures  personal  or 
real  property. 

Person  —  Any  individual,  association,  partnership,  or  corporation  including  any 
officer,  employee,  department,  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  State  recog¬ 
nized  by  law  as  the  subject  of  rights  and  duties. 

Residential  Area  —  A  residential  area  is  for  residential  purposes  under  the  Zon- 
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ing  By-Law.  It  includes  District  A,  B  and  C  as  defined  in  the  Braintree  Zining  By- 
Law. 

Sound  Level  —  The  weighted  sound  pressure  level  obtained  by  the  use  of  a  sound 
level  meter  and  frequency  weighting  network  such  as  A,  B,  or  C  as  specified  in 
the  American  National  Standards  Institute  specifications  for  sound  level  meters. 
(ANSI). 

Sound  Pressure  Level  —  Twenty  (20)  times  the  logarithm  to  the  base  ten  (10)  of 
the  pressure  of  the  sound  to  a  reference  pressure  of  twenty  (20)  micro -pascals, 
in  accordance  with  standard  engineering  and  scientific  practices. 

Vibration  —  Any  movement  of  earth,  ground  or  other  similar  surface  created  by 
a  temporal  and  special  oscillation  of  displacement,  velocity  or  acceleration  in 
any  mechanical  device  or  equipment  located  upon,  attached,  affixed  or  in  con¬ 
junction  with  that  surface. 

Zoning  Districts  —  The  Zoning  Districts  and  land  uses  established  by  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

135-1104.  Prohibited  Acts.  A.  General  prohibition  of  noise  emissions.  No  per¬ 
son  owning,  leasing  or  controlling  the  operation  of  any  source  of  noise  shall 
willfully,  negligently  or  through  failure  to  provide  necessary  equipment  or  facili¬ 
ties  or  to  take  necessary  precautions  permit  the  establishment  or  continuation  of 
a  condition  of  noise  pollution.  B.  Specific  prohibitions.  Except  for  emergency 
work  or  work  covered  under  a  permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or 
their  designee  under  this  article  XI,  causing  or  allowing  the  occurrance  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  acts  is  declared  to  be  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  (1) 
Operating,  playing  or  permitting  the  operation  or  playing  of  any  radio,  tele¬ 
vision,  phonograph,  musical  instrument,  sound  amplifier,  or  similar  device  which 
produces,  reproduces  or  amplifies  sound  in  a  manner  that  disturbs  the  peace, 
quiet  and  comfort  of  the  neighboring  inhabitants  or  at  a  volume  louder  than  is 
necessary  for  the  convenient  hearing  of  the  person  in  the  room,  vehicle,  or  build¬ 
ing  in  which  the  device  is  operated.  The  operation  of  any  such  device  between 
the  hours  of  ten  post  meridian  (10 :00  P.M.)  and  seven  ante  meridian  (7  ;00  A.M.) 
on  the  week  nights  and  between  twelve  post  meridian  (12:00  P.M.)  and  seven 
ante  meridian  (7:00  A.M.)  on  weekend  nights  in  a  manner  that  makes  it  clearly 
audible  at  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet  or  approximately  fifteen  (15)  meters  from 
the  building,  structure  or  vehicle  in  which  it  is  located,  is  a  violation  of  the 
standards  set  forth  in  this  by-law.  Activities  open  to  the  public  for  which  a  prop¬ 
er  permit  has  been  issued  are  exempted  from  this  provision.  (2)  Yelling,  shout¬ 
ing,  hooting,  whistling  or  singing  on  the  public  ways  between  the  hours  of  ten 
post  meridian  (10:00  P.M.)  and  seven  ante  meridian  (7:00  A.M.)  or  at  any  time 
or  place  that  annoys  or  disturbs  the  quiet,  comfort  or  repose  of  a  person  in  an 
office,  dwelling  or  other  type  of  residence  or  of  a  person  in  the  vicinity..  (3)  The 
keeping  of  an  animal  or  bird  which  frequently  and  for  continued  periods  of  time 
causes  a  condition  of  noise  pollution  that  disturbs  the  comfort  and  repose  of  a 
reasonable  person  in  the  vicinity  at  anytime  but  most  specifically  between  the 
hours  of  ten  post  meridian  (10:00  P.M.)  and  seven  ante  meridian  (7:00  A.M.). 
(4)  The  offering  for  sale  or  selling  of  anything  by  shouting  or  outcry  within  a 
residential  or  commercial  area  of  the  Town  of  Braintree.  (5)  The  loading,  un¬ 
loading,  opening,  closing  or  other  handling  of  boxes,  crates,  containers,  building 
materials,  garbage  cans,  or  similar  objects  in  a  manner  that  causes  a  condition  of 
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noise  pollution  at  any  time  but  most  specifically  between  the  hours  of  eight  post 
meridian  (8:00  P.M.)  and  seven  ante  meridian  (7:00  A.M.)  across  a  real  property 
boundary  in  any  district  established  under  the  Zoning  By-Law.  (6)  Operating  or 
permitting  the  operation  of  tools  or  equipment  used  in  construction,  drilling  or 
demolition  work  between  the  hours  of  eight  post  meridian  (8:00  P.M.)  and  seven 
ante  meridian  (7:00  A.M.)  on  week  days  or  at  any  time  on  Sundays  or  Holidays 
so  that  the  sound  creates  a  condition  of  noise  pollution  across  a  real  property 
boundary.  (7)  The  operation  of  construction  devices  between  the  hours  of  seven 
ante  meridian  (7:00  A.M.)  and  eight  post  meridian  (8:00  P.M.)  including  such 
items  as  compressors,  jackhammers,  bulldozers,  cranes,  etc.  in  a  manner  that 
causes  a  condition  of  noise  pollution  that  could  be  avoided  by  the  application  of 
best  available  technology,  which  might  include  mufflers  where  commercially 
available.  (8)  The  direct  discharge  into  the  open  air  of  the  exhaust  of  a  steam  en¬ 
gine,  internal  combustion  engine  such  as  chain  saws,  jackhammers,  etc.,  motor 
boat,  or  motor  vehicle  except  through  a  muffler  or  other  such  device,  where 
commercially  available  designed  to  effectively  prevent  them  from  creating  loud 
or  explosive  noises.  (9)  Operating  or  permitting  the  operation  of  any  device  that 
creates  or  causes  any  ground  vibration  which  is  perceptible  without  instruments 
at  any  point  outside  the  property,  street  or  sidewalk,  on  which  the  vibration 
source  is  located. 

135-1105.  Sound  levels  by  receiving  land  use.  A.  Except  as  provided  in  Section 
135-1106,  no  person  shall  operate  or  cause  to  be  operated  any  source  of  sound 
in  a  manner  that  creates  a  sound  level  which  exceeds  the  ambient  noise  level  set 
forth  for  the  receiving  land  use  category  in  the  following  table  when  measured  at 
or  within  the  property  boundary  of  the  receiving  land  use.

B.  No  person  shall  sell  or  rent,  or  cause  to  be  sold  or  rented,  any  structure  or 
property  to  be  used  for  human  habitation,  where  the  structure  or  property  is 
exposed  to  sound  levels  which  are  for  50  percent  of  the  time  in  excess  of  the 
standards  set  forth  in  this  by-law  without  written  disclosure  of  said  condition. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  develop  a  standard  format  for  these  written  dis¬ 
closures. 

135-1106.  Restrictions  on  noise  emitted  from  construction  sites. 

A.  Except  as  provided  in  regulation  135-1104  B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  of  any 
person  to  operate  any  construction  device  on  any  construction  site  if  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  that  device  emits  noise  measured  at  the  lot  line  of  the  affected  property 
in  excess  of  the  following  values:

B.  The  Lio  level  shall  be  determined  by  making  100  observations  on  the  A- 
weighted  network  with  the  sound  level  meter  at  slow  response  at  ten  (10)  sec¬ 
ond  intervals.  During  any  of  these  observations  if  a  measurement  is  substantially 
affected  by  a  source  outside  the  construction  site,  these  measurements  will  not 
be  considered.  Observations  will  be  continued  until  100  valid  observations  have 
been  recorded.  The  Lio  level  will  be  equivalent  to  the  tenth  highest  level  record¬ 
ed.  If  the  person  taking  the  measurements  estimates  that  outside  noise  sources 
contribute  greatly  to  the  noise  of  the  construction  site,  the  aforementioned  pro¬ 
cedure  shall  be  repeated  when  construction  is  inactive  in  order  to  correctly  de¬ 
termine  the  Lio  level.  The  Lio  level  during  construction  must  be  greater  than 
the  background  Lio  level  by  at  least  5 DBA  to  be  considered  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  regulation. 

135-1107.  Motor  vehicles  and  motorcycles  on  public  rights-of-way. 

No  person  shall  operate  or  cause  to  be  operated  a  public  or  private  motor  ve¬ 
hicle  or  motorcycle  on  a  public  right-of-way  at  any  time  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  sound  level  emitted  by  the  motor  vehicle  or  motorcycle  exceeds  the  follow¬ 
ing  limits.  Motor  vehicle  and  motorcycle  sound  limits  to  be  measured  would  be 
at  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet  or  approximately  fifteen  (15)  meters  from  the 
center  line  of  travel.

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135-1108.  Enforcement.  The  Braintree  Police  Department  and/or  the  Inspect¬ 
or  of  Buildings  shall  be  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  by-law. 

135-1109.  Permits  and  Exemptions.  A.  Provisions  in  this  by-law  shall  not  apply 
to  the  emission  of  sound  for  the  purpose  of  altering  persons  to  the  existence  of 
an  emergency  or  to  the  emission  of  sound  in  the  performance  of  emergency 
work.  B.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  may  give  a  permit  for  any 
activity  otherwise  forbidden  by  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  A  person  seeking 
such  a  permit  should  make  written  application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or 
their  designee  on  the  appropriate  form  which  is  available  at  the  office  of  the 
Selectmen.  C.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  shall  issue  guidelines 
defining  the  procedures  to  be  followed  in  applying  for  a  permit  and  the  criteria 
to  be  considered  in  the  decision  of  whether  to  grant  one.  D.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  or  their  designee  shall  issue  guidelines  defining  procedures  to  be  foll¬ 
owed  in  applying  for  an  extension  of  time  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
these  regulations  and  the  criteria  to  be  considered  in  the  decision  of  whether  to 
grant  it.  The  guideline  should  include  reasonable  time  frames  for  compliance. 
E.  Application  for  a  permit  for  construction  or  repair  work  to  be  performed  on 
a  Sunday  shall  be  made  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  F.  In  some  instances, 
when  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  bringing  a  source  of  noise  into  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  would  create  undue  hardship  on  a  person  or 
the  community,  a  permit  may  be  granted  for  continuing  the  noise  pollution.  A 
person  seeking  a  permit  must  make  written  application  to  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  or  their  designee  within  five  (5)  days  of  receiving  notification  that  s(he)  is 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  The  application  shall  contain  the 
necessary  information  to  support  the  applicant’s  claim.  If  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  or  their  designee  finds  that  sufficient  controversy  exists  regarding  the  appli¬ 
cation,  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee. 
A  person  who  claims  that  allowance  of  such  continuance  would  have  adverse 
effects  may  file  a  statement  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  to 
support  this  claim.  G.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  orders  abate¬ 
ment  of  a  source  of  noise  pollution,  a  person  who  feels  (s)he  cannot  meet  the 
stated  time  schedule  for  compliance  may  file  an  application  for  an  extension  of 

time.  A  written  application  must  be  filed  within  five  (5)  days  of  receipt  of  noti¬ 
fication  of  violation  and  shall  contain  information  that  supports  the  request  for 
additional  time  to  comply  and  shall  propose  a  new  compliance  schedule.  If  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  finds  that  sufficient  controversy  exists  re¬ 
garding  the  application,  a  public  hearing  may  be  held.  A  person  who  claims  that 
the  allowance  of  an  extension  of  time  would  have  adverse  effects  may  file  a 
statement  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  to  support  this  claim. 
135-1 110.  Hearings.  A.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  shall  hold  a 
public  hearing  if  sufficient  controversy  exists  regarding  the  issuance  of  a  permit 
under  this  by-law  and  may  hold  a  public  hearing  if  an  extension  of  time  to  com¬ 
ply  under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  is  requested.  B.  Resolution  of  the  con¬ 
troversy  will  be  based  upon  the  information  supplied  by  both  sides  in  support 
of  their  individual  claims  and  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  defined 
in  the  appropriate  guidelines  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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135-1111.  Appeals.  Appeals  of  an  adverse  decision  shall  be  made  to  the  superi¬ 
or  court.  The  courts  review  shall  be  limited  to  whether  the  decision  was  support¬ 
ed  by  substantial  evidence. 

135-1112.  Penalties.  A.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  by-law, 
if  convicted,  shall  be  fined  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  a  day. 
B.  Each  day  that  the  offense  continues  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  separate  vio¬ 
lation. 

135-1113.  Conflict  with  other  regulations.  The  provision  contained  within  this 
by-law  shall  not  relieve  any  person  from  complying  with  other  laws,  statutes, 
codes,  regulations  or  by-laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

135-1114.  Severability.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  remaining  provisions  will  remain  in  force.

ARTICLE  21  STM.  Amend  By-Laws  —  Dogs. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Martino  (3):  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  by-laws 
dated  September  1981,  as  most  recently  amended,  to  delete  in  its  entirety 
Chapter  63  “Dogs  and  Other  Animals”,  and  to  replace  sais  Chapter  with  a  new 
Chapter  63  “Dogs  and  Other  Animals”  to  read  as  follows: 

63-1  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  all  the  inhabitants  who  frequent  and  live  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  It 
is  further  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  to  prevent  the  needless  health  hazards 
caused  by  dog  bites  and  dog  feces  upon  public  and  private  properties. 

63-2.  Definitions:  As  used  in  this  by-law  the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

Animal  Shelter:  Any  premises  designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
purpose  of  impounding  and  caring  for  animals  held  under  authority  of  this  by¬ 
law. 

Animal  Control  Officer:  Any  person  or  persons  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  the  Animal  Control  Officer  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140, 
Sections  151  and  151 A  of  the  General  Laws  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law. 

Leash:  Chain  or  line  no  longer  than  ten  (10)  feet  long. 

Owner:  Any  person  issued  a  license  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  140,  Section  137  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  for  a  dog 
owned  or  kept  whithin  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Keeper:  Any  person  keeping  or  harboring  dogs  within  the  Town  of  Braintree. 
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Person:  Any  individual,  partnership,  company  or  corporation,  association, 
trust  or  similar  organization. 

Restraint:  A  dog  shall  be  deemed  to  be  under  restraint  if  on  the  premises  of 
its  owner  or  keeper  in  a  way  that  it  may  not  leave  the  premises  without  its  own¬ 
er  or  keeper;  if  outside  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper,  is  accompanied  by  a 
person  who  shall  have  the  dog  under  control  by  holding  it  firmly  on  a  leash  or 
otherwise  at  close  physical  restraint. 

63-3.  The  Animal  Control  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  seek  a  complaint 
against  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  is  found  to  have  violated  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  by-law  for  which  the  following  penalties  shall  be  imposed: 


1st  Offense 

$  5.00 

2nd  Offense 

$25.00 

3rd  Offense 

$30.00 

4th  Offense 

$50.00 

for  each  subsequent  offense  a  fine  of  $50.00  shall  be  imposed,  for  each  offense 
so  committed  in  the  same  calendar  year. 

634.  Leashing  Required:  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  or  dogs  shall  at  all 
times  keep  said  dog  or  dogs  on  a  leash  or  otherwise  at  close  physical  restraint 
while  in  the  physical  limits  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

63-5 .  Nuisances:  An  owner  shall  exercise  proper  care  and  control  of  his  animals 
to  prevent  them  from  becoming  a  public  nuisance.  Excessive  or  untimely  bark¬ 
ing,  molesting  passerby,  chasing  vehicles,  habitually  attacking  people  or  other 
domestic  animals,  trespassing  upon  school  grounds,  or  trespassing  upon  public  or 
private  property,  or  in  such  manner  as  to  damage  property,  shall  be  deemed  a 
nuisance. 

63-6.  Quarantining  of  Dogs  that  Bite:  Any  dog  which  bites  a  person  shall  be 
quarantined  for  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  but  not  more  than  twenty  (20) 
days  in  accordance  with  Chapter  129,  Genral  Laws  Section  21,  Section  22  and 
Section  24.  If  the  Inspector  of  Animals  requests  other  confinement,  the  owner 
shall  surrender  the  animal  for  the  quarantine  period.  The  second  dog  bite  that 
takes  place  off  the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper  is  sufficient  reason  for  the 
Inspector  of  Animals  to  request  other  confinement.  The  owner  of  any  dog  so 
quarantined  shall  pay  $5.00  pr  day  for  care  and  custody  of  dog  quarantined. 
Whoever  is  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  found  guilty  of  biting  a  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  in  accordance  with  the  penalties  of  Section  63-3. 

63-7*.  Licensing:  No  person  shall  own  or  harbor  a  dog  in  the  Town  of  Braintree, 
which  dog  is  not  duly  licensed  as  required  by  law. 

63-8  Late  Licensing:  There  shall  be  assessed  a  late  charge  of  three  ($3.00)  dol¬ 
lars  with  respect  to  any  dog  that  is  not  licensed  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
time  that  is  required  to  be  licensed.  This  late  charge  shall  be  in  addition  to  the 
penalties  provided  in  Section  63-3. 

63-9  Surcharge  on  Dog  Licenses:  A  surcharge  of  $1 .00  will  be  added  to  the  an¬ 
nual  fee  for  licensing  dogs. 

63-10  Administrative  Charges:  Dogs  running  at  large  will  be  impounded.  If  the 
owner  is  known,  notice  shall  be  given  within  three  days  to  such  owner.  If  the 
owner  is  unknown,  disposition  of  a  dog  shall  be  as  provided  under  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  151  A.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  so 
impounded,  may  reclaim  such  dog  upon  payment  of  the  dog  license  fee,  if  it  is 
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then  unpaid,  and  upon  payment  of  the  following  maintenance  and  administra¬ 
tive  charges. 

(A)  Current  boarding  rate  as  allowed  under  Chapter  140,  Section  151 A  for 
each  day  dog  is  held  in  the  pound. 

(B)  Ten  ($10.00)  dollars  administrative  charge  for  a  licensed  dog  wearing  its 
license  tag  and  a  fifteen  ($15.00)  dollar  administrative  charge  for  an  unlicensed 
dog  or  for  a  licensed  dog  not  wearing  its  license  tag,  receipts  therefrom  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

63-11.  Unresponsive  Owner  or  Keeper:  In  addition  to  any  other  statutory  auth¬ 
ority  contained  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  the  Animal  Con¬ 
trol  Officer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  enter  a  complaint 
before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  order  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  control  or  disposition  of  dog  found  to  be  uncontrollable  or  whose 
owner  or  keeper  is  unresponsive  to  any  other  penalties  contained  in  the  by-law. 
63-12.  Vaccination  of  Dogs  Against  Rabies:  Whoever  is  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
a  dog  six  months  of  age  or  older  shall  cause  such  dog  to  be  vaccinated  against 
rabies  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  using  a  vaccine  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health.  Unvaccinated  dogs  acquired  or  brought  into  the  Commonwealth 
shall  be  vaccinated  within  thirty  days  after  acquisition  or  entry  into  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  or  upon  reaching  the  age  of  six  months,  whichever  comes  later. 
Vaccinated  dogs  shall  be  revaccinated  periodically  in  accordance  with  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  and  promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

63-13.  Wearing  of  Rabies  Tag:  Wearing  of  rabies  tag  is  required  of  all  dogs  six 
months  of  age  or  older  that  has  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  by  a  licensed  vet¬ 
erinarian  using  a  vaccine  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

63-14.  Dog  Feces:  No  person  who  owns  or  harbors  a  dog  within  the  Town  of 
Braintree  shall  allow  said  dog  to  defecate  on  private  property  other  than  that  of 
its  owner  or  keeper,  or  on  a  public  sidewalk,  or  on  other  public  areas.  If  a  dog 
defecates  on  property  other  than  that  of  the  owner  or  keeper,  the  owner  of  the 
dog  shall  be  responsible  for  the  immediate  removal  of  the  feces. 

63-15.  Female  Dogs  in  Heat:  Every  female  dog  in  heat  (season)  shall  be  con¬ 
fined  in  a  building  or  secure  enclosure  in  such  a  manner  that  such  female  dogs 
cannot  come  into  contact  with  another  animal  except  for  planned  breeding.  The 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  female  dog  in  (season)  heat  shall  notify  animal  control  of¬ 
ficer  in  writing  of  the  approximate  length  of  time  the  female  dog  will  be  in  (sea¬ 
son)  heat  so  that  the  Animal  Control  Officer  may  be  aware  of  a  possible  disturb¬ 
ance  or  annoyance  to  the  neighborhood  by  its  attraction  of  other  dogs. 

63-16.  No  Longer  Owns  or  Keeps  a  Dog:  Any  person  who  no  longer  owns  or 
harbors  a  dog  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  shall  notify  the  Town  Clerk  immediate- 

ly- 

63-17.  Disposal  of  Dead  Animals:  Disposal  of  household  pets,  such  as  dogs  and 
cats  that  have  died,  and  the  ownership  of  which  can  be  established,  is  the  sole 
responsibility  of  the  owner.  In  the  event  that  the  owner  prefers  to  have  the  ani¬ 
mal  cremated  by  the  dispenser  of  dead  animals,  he  must  be  prepared  to  pay  a  fee 
to  the  Town  for  this  service:  The  amount  of  the  fee  is  normally  based  on  the 
size  of  the  animal  and  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Discussion  ensued  involving  Mr.  Martino  (3),  Mr.  Karll  (10),  Mr.  Yoye  (7), 
Mr.  Bruynell,  Mr.  Lee  (7),  Mr.  Cleggett  and  Ms.  Zenewicz  (1). 
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Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion. 

Vote  and  count  was  taken  and  by  a  vote  of  151  in  the  affirmative  and  25 
votes  in  the  negative,  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion  SO  VOTED  (8:55 
P.M.). 

ARTICLE  22STM.  Amend  By-Laws  —  Hazardous  Materials. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Martino  (3):  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  by-laws 
dated  September,  1981 ,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  adding  the  following  new 
Chapter:  Chapter  92.  Hazardous  Materials. 

92-1.  Authority.  This  by-law  is  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Braintree  under  its 
home-rule  powers,  its  Police  powers  to  protect  the  public  health  and  welfare, 
and  its  authorization  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40,  Section  21 . 

92-2.  Purpose.  This  by-law  is  intended  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and 
welfare,  and  the  environment;  as  well  as  to  preserve  and  maintain  the  existing 
and  potential  groundwater  supply,  groundwater  recharge  areas,  and  surface 
waters  within  the  town  from  contamination  with  hazardous  materials. 

92-3.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  in  the  interpretation 
and  implementation  of  this  by-law.  Hazardous  material  —  A  product  or  waste  or 
combination  of  substances  which  because  of  quantity,  concentration,  physical, 
chemical,  or  infectious  characteristics  may  reasonably  pose,  in  the  determination 
of  the  enforcing  authority,  a  substantial  present  or  potential  hazard  to  the  hu¬ 
man  health,  safety  or  welfare,  or  the  environment  when  improperly  treated, 
stored,  transported,  used  or  disposed  of,  or  otherwise  managed.  Any  substance 
which  may  create  a  special  hazard  in  the  event  of  a  spill,  leak,  fire,  or  exposure, 
and  all  substances  regulated  as  a  radioactive,  explosive,  combustible,  corrosive, 
flammable,  oxidizer,  poison,  an  etiologic  agent  or  any  other  material  defined  by, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  hazardous  material  for  the  purpose  of  this  by-law.  Radioactive.  Any 
material,  or  combination  of  materials,  that  spontaneously  emite  ionizing  radia¬ 
tion,  and  having  a  specific  activity  greater  than  0.002  microcuries  per  gram. 
Other  Regulated  Materials.  (ORM).  Any  material  that  does  not  meet  any  other 
definition  of  a  hazardous  material,  but  is  an  anesthetic,  noxious,  toxic  or  con¬ 
tains  any  other  similar  property,  or  has  a  characteristic  which  makes  it  unsuit¬ 
able  for  shipment  or  storage  unless  properly  identified  and  prepared  for  trans¬ 
portation  or  storage,  or  presents  a  limited  hazard  during  transportation  or 
storage  due  to  its  form,  quantity  or  packaging,  or  has  otherwise  been  classified  as 
a  hazardous  material.  Explosive.  Any  chemical  compound,  mixture,  or  device, 
the  primary  or  common  purpose  of  which  is  to  function  by  explosion,  I.E.,  with 
substantial  instantaneous  release  of  gas  and  heat,  unless  such  compound,  mixture 
or  device  is  otherwise  specifically  classified  by  DOT.  Corrosive.  Any  liquid  or 
solid  that  causes  destruction  of  human  skin  tissue  or  a  material  that  has  a  severe 
corrosion  rate  on  steel.  Flammable.  Any  solid  material,  other  than  an  explosive, 
which  is  liable  to  cause  fires  through  friction,  absorption  of  moisture,  spontane¬ 
ous  chemical  change,  retained  heat  from  manufacturing  or  processing,  or  which 
can  be  ignited  readily  and,  when  ignited,  burns  so  vigorously  and  persistently  as 
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to  create  a  serious  transportation  hazard.  —  Any  liquid  having  a  flash  point  be¬ 
low  100  degrees  F.  —  Any  liquid  that  ignites  spontaneously  in  dry  or  moist  air 
at  or  below  130  degrees  F.  —  Any  compressed  gas  meeting  that  requirements  for 
lower  flammability  limit  range,  flame  projection  or  flame  propagation  criteria  as 
specified  by  DOT.  Combustible.  Any  liquid  having  a  flash  point  above  100  de¬ 
grees  F.  and  below  200  degrees  F.  Oxidizer.  Any  substance  that  yields  oxygen 
readily  to  stimulate  the  combustion  of  organic  matter.  Poison.  Any  poisonous 
gas  or  liquid  of  such  nature  that  a  very  small  amount  of  the  gas  or  vapor  of  the 
liquid,  mixed  with  air  is  dangerous  to  life;  or  any  substance,  liquid  or  solid, 
which  is  known  to  be  so  toxic  to  man  as  to  afford  a  hazard  to  health  during 
transportation  or  storage;  or  which  in  the  absence  of  adequate  data  on  human 
toxicity,  is  presumed  to  be  toxic  to  man.  Irritant.  Any  liquid  or  solid  substance 
which  upon  contact  with  fire  or  when  exposed  to  air  gives  off  dangerous  or  in¬ 
tensely  irritating  fumes,  but  is  not  a  poisonous  material.  Etioligic  Agent.  Any 
viable  micro-organism,  or  its  toxin  which  causes  or  may  cause  human  disease. 
Emergency  Respons  Plan.  A  document  setting  an  organized  planned,  and  co¬ 
ordinated  course  of  action  to  be  followed  in  case  of  a  fire,  explosion,  or  release 
of  hazardous  materials  which  could  threaten  public  health,  safety,  welfare,  or 
the  environment.  A  contingency  plan  prepared  in  accordance  with  310  CMR 
30.520  through  30.524  (Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste  Regulations),  may  be 
submitted  in  lieu  of  this  plan.  Discharge.  The  disposal,  deposit,  injection  dump¬ 
ing,  spilling,  or  placing  of  any  hazardous  material  into  or  on  any  land  or  water  so 
that  such  hazardous  material  or  any  constituent  thereof  may  enter  the  environ¬ 
ment  or  be  emitted  into  the  air  or  discharged  into  any  waters,  including  ground- 
water.  Reportable  Discharge.  Any  discharge  which  could  threaten  the  public 
health  or  safety  or  the  environment  by  entering  the  surface  water,  groundwaters 
or  water  recharge  areas  or  by  emitting  toxic  fumes  or  gases  into  the  air.  Discharg¬ 
es  which  are  in  compliance  with  all  Federal,  State,  and  Local  regulations  or 
which  are  permitted  by  governing  Federal,  State  or  Local  agencies  are  not  con¬ 
sidered  reportable  discahrge.  Material  Data  Sheet.  A  form  containing  data  on 
physical,  chemical  and  hazardous  characteristics,  and  the  health  and  safety  haz¬ 
ards  of  specific  chemicals,  as  well  as  information  relative  to  procedures  recom¬ 
mended  for  spills  and  leaks  of  specific  chemicals,  and  special  protections  and 
precautions  to  be  taken  in  the  handling  of  specific  chemicals. 

924.  Severability.  Each  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be  construed  as  separate 
to  the  end,  that  if  any  provision,  or  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  thereof,  shall  be 
held  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remainder  of  that  section  and  all  other  sections 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

92-5.  Registration.  Every  owner  or  operator  for  each  commercial  and  industrial 
establishment  (including  municipal,  state,  and  federal  operations)  which  stores, 
transports,  uses,  handles,  or  otherwise  manages  hazardous  materilas  shall  register 
with  the  Board  of  Health. 

92-5:1.  Registration  shall  be  on  a  form  designated  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
shall  indicate:  (A)  Name  of  the  Applicant;  (B)  Facility  Address:  (C)  Type  by 
hazard  class  and  maximum  quantity  at  any  point  in  time  of  each  type  of  hazard¬ 
ous  material  during  the  period  of  registration;  (D)  A  diagram  of  or  description  of 
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the  general  storage  or  processing  location  of  each  material  type  within  the  facili¬ 
ty;  (E)  The  size,  type,  age  (if  known)  and  location  of  all  underground  contain¬ 
ers  and  the  type  of  hazardous  material  stored  in  each.  (F)  Person  to  contact  in 
the  event  of  an  emergency,  and  telephone  number(s)  where  that  person  can  be 
contacted  24  hours  per  day.  This  person  must  be  knowledgeable  in  the  types  of 
hazardous  materials  used  at  the  establishment,  proper  storage,  and  handling  pro¬ 
cedures,  familiar  with  the  emergency  response  procedures,  and  authorized  to 
enact  such  procedures.  (G)  Any  alternate  person(s)  to  contact  if  primary  contact 
is  not  available,  and  telephone  number  of  each. 

92-5:2.  Each  establishment  must  keep  on  file  at  a  location  known  and  access¬ 
ible  to  all  emergency  response  personnel,  material  data  sheets  on  all  hazardous 
materials  stored  or  used  at  the  establishment.  These  data  sheets  must  be  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Board  of  Health  and,  the  Fire  Department  during  inspections,  investi¬ 
gations  or  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

92-5:3.  Each  establishment  must  keep  on  file  at  a  location  known  and  access¬ 
ible  to  all  emergency  response  personnel  an  “Emergency  Response  Plan”.  This 
plan  must  detail  the  procedures  to  be  used  for  prevention  and  control  of  emer¬ 
gencies,  the  emergency  equipment  available  on-site,  outside  agencies  and  organi¬ 
zations  who  would  be  notified  and/or  may  provide  assistance  in  an  emergency, 
and  an  evacuation  plan  for  personnel. 

92-5 :4.  Registration  Date.  (A)  Registration  required  in  this  section  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  by  November  1,  1983  and  annually  thereafter  by  November  1st  of  each 
year.  (B)  Owners  and  operators  of  commercial  or  industrial  establishments  who 
have  not  previously  registered,  if  they  meet  registration  requirements,  shall  reg¬ 
ister  initially  within  thirty  (3)  days  of  meeting  such  requirements  and  there¬ 
after  by  November  1st  of  each  year. 

92-6.  Hazardous  Materials  Generally 

92-6:1.  All  hazardous  materials  within  the  Town  of  Braintree  must  be  stored, 
handled,  transported  and  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  minimize  any  discharge  of  any 
hazardous  material  to  ensure  maximum  protection  of  the  environment  and  the 
public  health,  safety  and  welfare. 

92-6:2.  All  establishments  shall  provide  adequate  employee  training  programs  to 
ensure  the  proper  use,  storage,  transportation  and  handling  of  hazardous  materi¬ 
als. 

92-6:3.  All  establishments  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  5  of  this  by-law 
must  keep  sufficient  records  to  provide  best  estimates  of  quantities  of  hazardous 
materials  on-site. 

92-6:4.  In  the  event  of  a  spill,  leak  or  unexpected  release  each  owner  or  oper¬ 
ator  must  take  immediate  steps  to  contain  the  hazardous  material  to  ensure  that 
such  materials  do  not  enter  surface  or  groundwaters,  sewer  or  septic  systems, 
land,  or  air,  and  shall  remove  and  dispose  of  such  materials  in  accordance  with 
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all  applicable  local,  state  and  federal  regulations. 

92-6:5.  In  the  event  that  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  agents  is  unable  to  contact 
the  owner/operator  to  institute  emergency  response  procedures  to  contain  a  dis¬ 
charge,  then  the  Board  of  Health  shall  invoke  its  emergency  power  as  granted 
under  Chapter  1 1 1  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Article  I  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code.  The  owner/operator  will  be  responsible  for  all  costs  incurred  by 
the  Town  during  this  emergency  response. 

92-7.  Variances.  The  Board  of  Health  may  vary  the  application  of  any  provision 
of  this  by-law,  unless  otherwise  required  by  law,  when  in  its  opinion,  the  appli¬ 
cant  has  demonstrated  that  an  equivalent  degree  of  environmental  protection  re¬ 
quired  under  this  by-law  will  still  be  achieved.  The  applicant  at  his  own  expense 
must  notify  all  abutters  by  certified  mail  at  least  10  days  before  the  Board  of 
Health  meeting  at  which  the  variance  request  will  be  considered.  The  notifica¬ 
tion  shall  state  the  variance  sought  and  the  reasons  therefor.  Any  variance  grant¬ 
ed  by  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  contain  a  brief  statement 
of  the  reasons  for  its  decision. 

92-8.  Enforcement.  The  Board  of  Health  or  its  agent(s)  shall  be  the  enforcing 
authority  of  this  by-law,  and  may  enter  upon  privately  owned  property  for  the 
purpose  of  performing  their  duties  under  this  by-law. 

92-9.  Penalty.  Any  owner/operator  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  by-law 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250.) 
and  in  addition  to  all  costs  incurred  to  the  Town  of  Braintree  associated  with 
ach  violation.  Each  day  or  portion  thereof  during  which  a  violation  continues 
shall  constitute  a  separate  offense  if  more  than  one,  each  condition  violated 
shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.  This  by-law  may  be  enforced  pursuant  to 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40,  Section  21 D  by  the  Police  Officer  or 
other  Officer  having  Police  powers. 

92-10.  Fees.  Any  owner/operator  registering  storage  of  hazardous  materials 
pursuant  to  Section  5  shall  pay  to  the  Town  of  Braintree  a  registration  fee  of 
$15.00.  Such  a  fee  shall  be  due  on  the  same  date  as  the  annual  registration. 
Failure  to  pay  shall  constitute  a  violation  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
of  Section  9  of  the  by-law. 

92-1 1 .  Reporting  Requirements.  Any  person  having  knowledge  of  a  reportable 
discharge  to  the  Board  of  Health,  Police  or  Fire  Department. 

92-12.  Regulations.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations 
consistent  with,  and  as  may  be  necessary,  to  promulgate  a  comprehensive  code 
for  the  safe  storage,  use  and  handling  of  hazardous  materials.

ARTICLE  43.  Amend  Zoning  By-Law  —  Cluster  Zones. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Martino  (3),  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  Zoning  Map,  dated  May,  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  adding 
to  Chapter  135,  Article  VI  —  “Permitted  uses  in  Districts”,  the  following  new 
Section  135—610:  Cluster  Zones  I,  II,  III: 

Definitions  —  Developable  land  shall  include  all  the  land  in  the  parcel  less  the 
area  that  is  wetlands  as  defined  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131, 
Section  40,  and  Flood  Plain  Areas  as  shown  on  the  Hud  Flood  Plain  Map.  The 
Planning  Board  may  grant  a  special  permit  for  cluster  development  in  Districts 
I,  II,  III  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

A.  Purposes:  The  purposes  of  this  zoning  category  are  in  addition  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  set  out  in  General  Laws,  Chapter  40  and  Braintree  Zoning  By-Law,  Sec¬ 
tion  135— 101 . 

—Promoting  the  more  efficient  use  of  land  in  harmony  with  its  natural  fea¬ 
tures. 

—Encouraging  the  preservation  of  valuable  open  space. 

—Promoting  diverse  and  energy-efficient  housing  at  a  variety  of  costs. 
—Protecting  water  bodies  and  supplies,  wetlands  floodplains,  agricultural 
lands,  wildlife  and  other  natural  resources. 

—Promoting  aesthetics  and  other  amenities. 

—Permitting  greater  flexibility  and  creative  design. 

B.  Cluster  Zoning  —  Cluster  Zoning  shall  permit  a  density  of  developemnt  as 
follows:  (1)  Cluster  I  Zone  —  One  unit  per  43,500  square  feet  of  developable 
land.  (2)  Cluster  II  Zone  —  One  unit  per  25,000  square  feet  of  developable  land. 
(3)  Cluster  III  Zone  —  One  unit  per  15,000  square  feet  of  developable  land.  Per¬ 
mitted  density  shall  be  determined  at  the  time  land  is  rezoned  and  shall  be  based 
on  the  following  considerations: 

(1)  Zoning.  In  adjacent  Areas. 

(2)  Zoning  in  existence  prior  to  being  rezoned  a  cluster  zone. 

(3)  Suitability  of  the  land  for  higher  or  lower  intensity  of  land  use,  including: 

A.  Extent  of  Wetlands,  drainage. 

B.  Availability  of  utilities,  including  sewer  and  water. 

C.  Suitability  of  roads,  availability  of  schools,  etc. 

D.  Overlay  zoning  districts  which  affect  the  area  to  be  rezoned. 

E.  Town  Water  supply 

F.  Extent  of  steep  slopes  and  ledge  or  other  topographical  character¬ 
istics  of  the  land.

C.  Regulations.  The  Board  shall  adopt  regulations  for  carrying  out  its  duties 
under  this  section. 

D.  Procedures.  (1)  Filing  of  Application.  Each  application  for  a  Special  Per¬ 
mit  to  cluster  shall  be  filed  with  the  Planning  Board,  with  a  copy  filed  forth¬ 
with  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  1 1  copies  of  a  prelim¬ 
inary  plan  of  the  entire  tract  under  consideration,  prepared  by  an  architect,  en¬ 
gineer  or  landscape  architect.  (2)  Contents  of  application.  Said  application  and 
plan  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  iwth  requirements  for  a  preliminary  sub¬ 
division  plan  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  governing  sub¬ 
division  of  land,  whether  or  not  the  development  constitutes  a  subdivision,  and 
shall  include  proposed  location,  bulk  and  height  of  all  proposed  buildings.  In 
addition,  the  applicant  shall  provide  the  following  information: 

(A)  The  number  of  dwellings  which  could  be  constructed  by  means  of  a  con¬ 
ventional  development  plan,  considering  the  whole  tract,  exclusive  of  water 
bodies  and  land  prohibited  from  development  by  legally  enforceable  restrictions, 
easements  or  covenants.  Areas  such  as  wetlands,  floodplains  or  steep  slopes  are 
not  to  be  counted  in  figuring  the  number  of  permissible  units  of  conventional 
development. 

(B)  An  analysis  of  the  site,  including  wetlands,  slopes,  soil  conditions,  areas 
within  the  100  year  flood,  trees  over  5  inches  DBH  and  such  other  natural  fea¬ 
tures  as  the  Planning  Board  may  request. 

(C)  A  summary  of  the  environmental  concerns  relating  to  the  proposed  plan 
and  a  copy  of  the  environmental  impact  report  if  otherwise  required. 

(D)  A  description  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  tract  lies,  including  utili¬ 
ties  and  other  public  facilities,  and  the  impact  of  the  proposed  plan  upon  them. 

(E)  Evaluation  of  the  open  land  proposed  within  the  cluster,  with  respect  to 
size,  shape,  location  natural  resource  value,  and  accessibility  by  residents  of  the 
Town  or  of  the  cluster. 

(F)  Traffic  Report.  (3)  Review  of  Other  Boards.  Before  acting  upon  the  ap¬ 
plication  the  Board  shall  submit  it  with  the  plan  to  the  following  boards,  which 
may  review  it  jointly  or  separately:  Board  of  Health,  Town  Engineer,  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission,  Water  Department,  Sewer  Department,  Electric  Department, 
Police  Department,  Fire  Department,  Highway  Department  and  Building  In¬ 
spector.  (4)  Public  Hearing.  After  the  opportunity  for  review  by  other  Boards 
has  taken  place,  the  Planning  Board  shall  hold  a  hearing  under  this  Section,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40 A,  Section  9  and  of 
the  Zoning  By-Law  and  regulations  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  hearing  shall  be 
held  within  65  days  after  the  filing  of  the  application  with  the  Board  and  the 
Clerk.  Notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  and  posting  and  by  first  class  mail¬ 
ings  to  “Parties  in  Interest”  as  defined  in  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section 
1 1 .  The  decision  of  the  Board,  and  any  extension,  modification  or  renewal  there¬ 
of,  shall  be  filed  withthe  Board  and  Clerk  within  90  days  following  the  closing  of 
the  public  hearing.  Failure  of  the  Board  to  Act  within  90  days  shall  be  deemed 
a  grant  of  the  permit  applied  for.  Issuance  of  the  permit  requires  a  2/3  vote  of 
all  members  of  Boards  over  5  members,  4  members  of  a  5  member  board,  and 
unanimous  vote  of  a  3  member  Board.  (5)  Relation  to  Subdivision  Control  Act. 
Planning  Board  approval  of  a  Special  Permit  hereunder  shall  not  substitute  for 
compliance  iwht  the  subdivision  control  act,  nor  oblige  the  Planning  Board  to 
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approve  any  related  definitive  Plan  for  subdivision,  nor  reduce  any  time  periods 
for  Board  consideration  under  that  law.  However,  in  order  to  facilitate  process¬ 
ing,  the  Planning  Board  shall,  insofar  as  practical  under  existing  law,  adopt  regu¬ 
lations  establishing  procedures  for  submission  of  a  combined  plan  and  applica¬ 
tion  which  shall  satisfy  this  section  and  the  Board’s  regulations  under  the  sub¬ 
division  control  act. 

(E)  Findings  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may  grant  a  Special  Permit  under  this 
Section  only  if  it  finds  that  the  applicant  has  demonstrated  the  following:  That 
the  Cluster  Plan  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose  of  this  by-law  and 
the  requirements  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40 A  and  the  long-range  plan  of  the 
Town  (if  any);  that  it  will  not  have  a  detrimental  impact  on  the  neighborhood, 
will  be  designed  with  due  consideration  for  health  and  safety,  and  is  superior  to 
a  conventional  plan  in  preserving  open  space,  minimizing  environmental  disrup¬ 
tion,  allowing  for  more  efficient  provision  of  services,  or  allowing  for  greater 
variety  in  prices  or  types  of  housing.  In  addition,  the  plan  must  meet  the  specific 
requirements  of  Sections  F  and  G  of  this  by-law. 

(F)  Minimum  Dimensional  Requirements.  (1)  The  area  of  the  tract  to  be  de¬ 
veloped  is  not  less  than  10  acres.  (2)  Every  single-family  detached  dwelling  is 
placed  upon  a  lot  with  the  following  height,  front,  side  and  rear  yard  require¬ 
ments:  Not  more  than  two  stories,  20  foot  front,  20-foot  side  and  30-foot 
rear  yard.  (3)  Every  Multi-family  building  shall  be  not  less  than  40  feet  from  lot 
lines  and  other  buildings,  and  shall  have  not  more  than  two  stories.  (4)  Mini¬ 
mum  width  of  open  land  between  clustered  buildings  is  40  feet.  (5)  Except  as 
specified  in  a  Special  Permit  granted  under  this  section,  all  requirements  of 
the  Zoning  By-Law  shall  continue  to  apply. 

(G)  Required  Open  Land.  (1)  At  least  50%  of  the  tract,  exclusive  of  land  set 
aside  for  roads  andparking,  shall  be  open  land.  At  least  30%  of  the  open  land 
shall  be  suitable  for  passive  or  active  recreational  use.  (2)  Such  open  land,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  areas  in  the  building  lots  not  devoted  to  buildings,  roads  or  park¬ 
ing,  shall  equal  or  exceed  the  area  otherwise  required  under  this  Zoning  By-Law 
for  the  total  number  of  units  contemplated  in  the  development,  except  that 
water  bodies  and  land  already  subject  to  legally  enforceable  convenants  or  ease¬ 
ments  shall  not  be  included  in  this  computation.  (3)  The  open  land,  and  such 
other  facilities  as  may  be  held  in  common,  may  be  conveyed  to  one  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  as  determined  by  the  Planning  Board,  subject  to  the  following  guide¬ 
lines:  In  general,  valuable  natural  resource  land  such  as  wetlands  not  suitable  for 
any  public  use,  or  suitable  for  extensive  public  recreational  use,  should  be  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  Town  or  to  a  trust;  whereas  land  which  will  be  principally  used  by 
the  residents  of  the  cluster  should  be  conveyed  to  a  home  association.  Any  con¬ 
veyance  to  the  Town  shall  be  subject  to  Town  Meeting  approval.  (A)  To  a  cor- 
proation  or  trust  comprising  a  home  association  whose  membership  includes  the 
owners  of  individual  lots  or  units  contained  in  the  tract.  The  developer  shall  in¬ 
clude  in  the  deed  to  owners  of  individual  lots  beneficial  rights  in  said  open  land, 
and  shall  grant  a  conservation  restriction  to  the  Town  of  Braintree  over  such 
land  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  184,  Section  31-33,  to  insure  that  such 
land  be  kept  in  an  open  or  natural  state  and  not  be  built  upon  for  residential  use 
or  developed  for  accessory  uses  such  as  parking  or  roadways.  This  restriction 
shall  be  enforceable  by  the  Town  through  its  Conservation  Commission  in  any 
proceeding  authorized  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  184,  Section  33.  In  addition, 
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the  developer  shall  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common  land  and 
any  other  facilities  to  be  held  in  common  until  such  time  as  the  homes  associa¬ 
tion  is  capable  of  assuming  said  responsibility.  In  order  to  ensure  that  the  as¬ 
sociation  will  properly  maintain  the  land  deeded  to  it  under  this  section,  the  de¬ 
veloper  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  at  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds  a  declaration 
of  covenants  and  restrictions  which  shall,  at  a  minimum,  provide  for  the  follow¬ 
ing:  Mandatory  membership  in  an  established  homes  association  as  a  require¬ 
ment  of  ownership  of  any  lot  in  the  tract;  provisions  for  maintenance  assess¬ 
ments  of  all  lots  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  open  land  is  maintained  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  suitable  for  the  uses  approved  by  the  homes  association.  Failure  to  pay 
assessment  shall  create  a  lien  on  the  property  assessed,  enforceable  by  either  the 
homes  association  or  the  owner  of  any  lot;  provisions  which,  so  far  as  possible 
under  the  existing  law,  will  ensure  that  the  restrictions  placed  on  the  use  of  the 
open  land  will  not  terminate  by  operation  of  law.  (B)  To  a  nonprofit  organiza¬ 
tion,  the  principle  purpose  of  which  is  the  conservation  of  open  space.  The  de¬ 
veloper  or  charity  shall  grant  a  conservation  restriction  as  set  out  in  (A)  above. 
(C)  To  the  Conservation  Commission  of  the  Town  for  park  or  open  space  use, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  with  a  trust  clause  insuring  that  it  be 
maintained  as  open  space.  (4)  Subject  to  the  above,  the  open  space  may  be 
used  for  recreational  purposes  including  golf  courses,  riding  trails,  tennis  courts, 
gardens,  swimming  pools  and  temporary  structures.  The  Board  may  permit  open 
land  owned  by  a  homes  association  to  be  used  for  individual  septic  systems,  or 
for  communal  septic  systems  if  it  and  the  Board  of  Health  are  convinced  that 
proper  legal  safeguards  exist,  for  proper  management  of  a  communally  owned 
system. 

(H)  Further  Requirements.  (1)  No  use  other  than  residential  or  recreational 
shall  be  permitted.  (2)  No  lot  shown  on  a  plan  for  which  a  permit  is  granted 
under  this  section  may  be  further  subdivided,  and  a  notation  to  this  effect  shall 
be  shown  upon  the  plan.  (3)  No  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Building  Inspector  until  he  ahs  certified  to  the  Planning  Board  that  the  premises 
have  been  built  in  accordance  with  the  plan  approved  by  the  Board  hereunder. 
(4)  The  Board  may  impose  other  conditions,  safeguards,  limitations  on  time  and 
use,  pursuant  to  its  regulations.  (5)  The  Board  may  grant  a  special  permit  here¬ 
under  for  clustering  even  if  the  proposed  development  is  not  subject  to  the  sub¬ 
division  control  law.  (6)  Except  insofar  as  the  subdivision  is  given  8  years  pro¬ 
tection  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  6,  the  Special  Permits  under 
this  section  shall  lapse  within  two  years,  excluding  time  required  to  pursue  or 
await  the  determination  of  an  appeal,  from  the  grant  thereof,  if  a  substantial  use 
has  not  sooner  commenced  or  if  a  construction  has  not  begun,  except  that  the 
Planning  Board  may  grant  an  extension  for  good  cause  and  shall  grant  an  exten¬ 
sion  if  the  delay  was  caused  by  the  need  to  seek  other  permits.  (7)  Subsequent 
to  granting  of  the  permit,  the  Planning  Board  may  permit  relocation  of  lot  lines 
within  the  cluster.  However,  any  change  in  overall  density,  street  layout,  or  open 
space  layout  will  require  further  hearings.

“Develop¬ 
able  land  may  include,  up  to  50%  of  the  minimum  unit  area  requirement,  land 
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that  is  wetlands  as  defined  in  General  Laws  131,  Section  40  and/or  flood  plain 
areas  as  shown  on  the  HUD  Flood  Plain  Map. 

Discussion  ensued  involving  Mr.  Reed  (4),  Mr.  Stevens  (4),  Mr.  Mollica  (5), 
Mr.  Johnson  (12)  and  Mr.  Salvaggio  (9). 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  amendment. 

Vote  was  taken  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  amendment  LOST  (10:32 
P.M.). 

MOVED  the  following  amendment  by  Mr.  Reed  (4):  That  the  motion  under

Section  1 .  It  is  hereby  declared  essential  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree,  in  order  that  there  be  an  increase  in  their  commerce,  welfare 
and  prosperity  and  improvement  in  their  living  conditions,  that  the  Town  con¬ 
tinue  to  maintain  an  economical  and  efficient  water  system  and  sewer  system; 
that  just  and  equitable  fees,  rates  and  charges  for  water  and  sewer  service  within 
the  Town  be  established  and  all  consumers,  public  and  private,  taxpayer  and  tax 
exempt,  pay  their  fair  share  of  the  costs  of  such  services;  that  the  water  and 
sewer  systems  of  the  Town  continue  to  be  operated  in  a  modern,  efficient  and 
financially  self-sustaining  manner  to  further  their  sound  financial,  environmental 
and  physical  condition;  that  conservation  of  water  sources  be  encouraged;  that 
water  supplies  be  protected  and  improved;  and  that  the  Town  be  provided  a 
means  to  improve  its  water  and  sewer  services  at  fair  but  sufficient  rates;  all  to 
the  public  benefit  and  good,  as  and  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  provided 
herein.  This  act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the  “Braintree  Water  and  Sewer 
Reorganization  Act  of  1983”. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  “Sewer  Works  System”,  The  existing  sewer  works  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  possession  of  and  under  the  jurisdiction,  ownership,  control  and  reg¬ 
ulation  of  the  Town  and  its  Sewer  Department  including  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  plants,  works,  instrumentalities  or  parts  thereof, 
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lands,  easements,  rights  in  land  and  water  rights,  rights  of  way,  contract  rights, 
franchises  and  privileges,  all  main,  trunk  intercepting,  connecting,  lateral,  outlet 
and  other  sewers,  outfalls,  storm  water  sewers  including  catch  basins  and  surface 
drains,  pumping  and  ventilating  stations,  disposal  and  treatment  plants  or  works, 
structures,  equipment,  vehicles,  appliances,  and  other  adjuncts  thereto,  and  any 
other  property  or  interests  in  property,  real  or  personal,  incidentla  to  and  in¬ 
cluded  in  such  sewer  works  system,  and  all  facilities,  betterments,  extensions, 
improvements  and  enlargements  tereto  hereafter  constructed  or  acquired. 

“Town”,  The  Town  of  Braintree.  “Water  Works  System”,  The  existing  water 
supply  and  distribution  system  in  the  possession  of  and  under  the  jurisdiction, 
ownership,  control  and  regulation  of  the  Town  and  the  Water  Department 
thereof,  including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  plants, 
works,  instrumentalities  or  parts  thereof,  lands,  easements,  rights  in  land,  water 
and  flowage  rights,  approaches,  water  courses,  rights  of  way,  contract  rights, 
franchises  and  privileges,  all  connections,  dams,  wells,  reservoirs,  water  mains 
and  pipe  lines,  equipment,  buildings,  structures,  vehicles,  standpipes,  tanks, 
conduits,  meters,  hydrants,  fire  connections,  fixtures,  purification,  filtration  and 
treatment  works  and  other  adjuncts  thereto,  and  any  other  property  or  inter¬ 
ests  in  property,  real  or  personal,  incidental  to  and  included  in  such  water  sup¬ 
ply  and  distribution  system,  and  all  facilities,  betterments,  extensions,  improve¬ 
ment  and  enlargements  thereto  and  to  or  for  the  water  supply  therefor  here¬ 
after  constructed  or  acquired. 

Section  3.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  powers  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  shall  be  exercised  by  a  Board  of  3  members  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  the  Annual  Town  Election  next  after  enactment  of  this  act,  one  commission¬ 
er  to  be  elected  for  three  years,  one  commissioner  to  be  elected  for  two  years 
and  one  commissioner  to  be  elected  for  one  year;  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
initial  terms,  each  of  said  commissioners  to  be  thereafter  elected  for  three  year 
tersm. 

Section  4.  Subject  to  applicable  laws  of  the  Town  and  Commonwealth,  the 
Commission  shall  appoint,  employ  and  determine  the  compensation,  duties  and 
conditions  of  employment  of  a  superintendent  and  such  other  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  and  consultants,  as  the  commission  shall  deem  necessary.  The  Superin¬ 
tendent  shall  be  the  chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Commission  and  shall  admin¬ 
ister  and  direct  its  affairs  as  authorized  or  approved  by  the  Commission  and  shall 
have  such  of  the  powers  and  perform  such  of  the  duties  of  the  Commission  as 
the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  have  delegated  to  him  and  not  recalled. 
The  Commission  and  its  employees  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
one  hundred  and  fifty  E  of  the  General  Laws,  to  the  extent  said  provisions  are 
applicable,  and  for  purposes  of  said  Chapter,  the  Commission  shall  be  considered 
an  “Employer”  or  “Public  Employer”  as  defined  therein.  The  Commission  may 
designate  a  Representative  to  act  in  its  interest  in  dealing  with  employees  of  the 
Commission  and  the  term  “Chief  Executive  Officer”  as  used  in  Chapter  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  E  of  the  General  Laws  shall  mean  the  Commission.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  operate  on  the  same  fiscal  year  as  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Section  5.  On  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  Commission  shall  assume  all  of 
the  rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  Town  of  Braintree’s  Water  Commission 
and  the  Town  of  Braintree’s  Sewer  Commission  and  shall  assume  the  care,  cus- 
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tody  and  control  of  all  property,  personal  or  real,  which  as  of  that  date  resides 
in  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  the  aforesaid  water  and  sewer  Commissions. 
All  orders,  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  duly  promulgated  by  the  Town  or  the 
aforesaid  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  pertaining  to  the  Water  Wroks  System  or 
the  Sewer  Wroks  System  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  to  the  extent  con¬ 
sistent  with  this  act  until  superseded,  revised  or  rescinded  by  the  Commission 
and/or  Town  as  applicable.  All  contracts,  including  collective  bargaining  agree¬ 
ments,  leases  and  agreements,  including  interdepartmental  agreements,  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  Water  Works  System  and  the  Sewer  Wroks  System  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect  until  their  expiration  dates,  and  all  benefits  and  obligations 
thereunder,  and  all  other  rights  and  benefits  pertaining  to  the  Water  Works  Sys¬ 
tem  and  the  Sewer  Wroks  System  and  existing  by-law,  including,  without  limit¬ 
ing  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  rights,  benefits  and  obligations  not  in¬ 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  which  pertain  to  the  Water  Works  Sys¬ 
tem  or  the  Sewer  Works  System  and  which  are  vested  in  the  Town  or  the  afore¬ 
said  Water  and/or  Sewer  Commissions  by  general  or  special  law,  shall  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to,  assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the  Commission  by  operation  of  law 
including,  without  limitation,  Chapter  217  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  269 
of  the  Acts  of  1886,  Chapter  17  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  Chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of 
1910,  and  Chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1936. 

Section  6.  On  the  effective  date  of  this  Acts,  the  employees  in  the  existing 
Braintree  Water  Departments  and  Sewer  Departments  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
Commission  and  become  employees  of  the  Commission  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  and  the  Braintree  Water  Commission  and  Department  and  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Sewer  Commission  and  Department  shall  be  abolished.  Terms  of  office  of 
such  employees  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  interrupted  by  such  transfer  and 
rights,  seniority,  wages,  salaries,  hours,  and  working  conditions  of  such  employ¬ 
ees,  including,  but  only  so  long  as  such  an  employee  holds  the  position  which  is 
comparable  to  the  position  in  which  he  was  classified  prior  to  transfer.  Rights 
under  Chapter  thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  preserved  in  their  em¬ 
ployment  by  the  Commission,  provided  that  after  such  transfer  such  employ¬ 
ees  shall  perform  their  duties  subject  to  the  directiion,  control  and  supervision 
of  the  Commission. 

Section  7.  The  Commission  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  which  present¬ 
ly  exist  and  reside  in  the  Braintree  Sewer  Commission  and  Braintree  Water  Com¬ 
mission  under  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  under  applicable 
special  acts  including,  without  limitation,  Chapter  217  of  the  Acts  of  1885, 
Chapter  269  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  Chapter  17  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  Chapter  546 
of  the  Acts  of  1910  and  Chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1936  insofar  as  these  do  not 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  Execpt  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
act,  any  provisions  of  any  special  laws  and  parts  of  special  laws  and  all  by-laws 
and  parts  of  by-laws  pertaining  to  the  water  works  system  or  the  sewer  works 
system  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  inoperative 
and  cease  to  be  effective. 

Section  9.  This  Act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  Town  and  its  inhabi¬ 
tants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  severable,  and  if  any  provision  hereof 
shall  be  held  invalid  in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any 
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other  provisions  or  circumstances.  This  Act  shall  be  construed  in  all  respects  so 
as  to  meet  all  constitutional  requirements,  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  and  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act,  all  steps  shall  be  taken  which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitu¬ 
tional  requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps  are  required  by  statute.

135-1302.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  Chapter,  the  following  words  shall  have 
the  following  meanings:  Adult  Bookstore:,  an  establishment  having  as  a  sub¬ 
stantial  or  significant  portion  of  its  stock  in  trade,  books,  magazines,  and  other 
matter  which  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  their  emphasis  depicting,  de¬ 
scribing,  or  relating  to  sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined  in  Section 
Thirty— One  of  Chapter  Two  Hundred  and  Seventy— Two  of  the  General  Laws. 
“Adult  Motion  Picture  Theatre”,  an  enclosed  building  used  for  presenting 
material  distinguished  by  an  emphasis  on  mater  depicting,  describing,  or  relating 
to  sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined  in  Section  Thirty— One  of 
Chapter  Two— Hundred  and  Seventy— Two.  “Obscene  Entertainment”,  all  en¬ 
tertainment  which  is  “Obscent”  within  the  meaning  of  Jhat  term  as  defined  by 
Section  31  of  Chapter  272  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  final  adjudi¬ 
cation  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  “Special  Permit  Granting  Authority” 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  as  defined  in  Section  135—501  of  the 
Zoning  By-Laws. 

135—1303.  Restrictions.  A.  All  obscene  entertainment,  including  bookstores 
and  motion  picture  theaters  that  make  available  obscene  materials,  are  prohibit¬ 
ed  within  the  Town.  B.  Adult  bookstores  and  adult  motion  picture  theatres  are 
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prohibited  within  any  residential  district  within  the  Town.  C.  Adult  bookstores 
and  adult  motion  picture  theatres  may  not  be  located  within  100  feet  of  each 
other  nor  within  500  feet  of:  (A)  A  residential  district ;  (B)  any  private  or  pub¬ 
lic  school;  (C)  any  church,  temple  or  other  place  of  worship;  (D)  any  play¬ 
ground;  and  (E)  any  establishment  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  Section  12  of 
Chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws. 

135—1304.  Applications.  Adult  Bookstores  and  Adult  Motion  Picture  Theatres 
are  allowed  within  a  Business  District  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  Section  135  — 
1 303  and  subject  to  reasonable  regulations  imposed  by  the  Special  Permit  Grant¬ 
ing  Authority  upon  application  for  a  Special  Permit  in  accordance  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  procedures:  A.  The  Applicant  for  permission  to  operate  an  adult  Motion 
Picture  Theatre  or  Adult  Bookstore  must  file  his  application  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  with  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  and  Town  Clerk.  Such  form  shall  contain  information  as  set  forth  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority, 
but  shall  include  as  a  minimum:  (A)  Name  and  Address  of  the  legal  owner  of 
the  bookstore  or  theatre;  (B)  Name  and  address  of  all  persons  having  lawful, 
equity  or  security  interests  in  the  bookstore  or  theatre;  (C)  Name  and  address 
of  the  manager  ;(D)  The  number  of  proposed  employees;  (E)  Proposed  security 
precautions;  and  (F)  Physical  layout  of  the  premises  in  a  format  established  by 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  B.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authori¬ 
ty  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  any  application  for  Special  Permit  for  an  Adult 
Bookstore  or  Adult  Motion  Picture  Theatre  within  65  days  of  the  filing  of  the 
application  with  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  and  Town  Clerk.  Notice 
of  said  public  hearing  shall  be  given  by  publication  or  posting  as  provided  in 
Section  11  of  Chapter  40 A  and  by  mailing  to  all  parties  in  interest.  C.  The 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  act  on  said  application  within  90  days 
following  said  public  hearing.  The  procedure  for  holding  said  public  hearing  and 
for  preparing  and  filing  a  notice  of  decision  shall  be  that  procedure  provided  for 
in  the  granting  of  all  Special  Permits  under  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  the  applic¬ 
able  sections  Chapter  40 A  of  the  Genral  Laws.  D.  Failure  by  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  to  take  final  action  upon  a  Special  Permit  within  90  days 
following  the  date  of  public  hearing  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  grant  of  the  permit 
applied  for.  E.  Special  Permits  issued  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  require  a  two  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  if 
composed  of  more  than  five  (5)  members;  a  vote  of  at  least  four  (4)  members  of 
a  five  (5)  member  special  permit  granting  authority;  and  a  unanimous  vote  of  a 
three  (3)  member  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority. 

F.  A  Special  Permit  granted  under  this  Chapter  shall  lapse  within  six  (6)  months 
of  issuance,  including  the  time  required  to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of 
an  appeal  as  allowed  under  Section  17  of  the  General  Laws  from  the  grant  there¬ 
of,  if  a  substantial  use  thereof  has  not  sooner  commenced  except  for  good  cause 
or,  in  the  case  of  permit  for  construction,  if  construction  has  not  begun  by  such 
date  except  for  good  cause. 

135—1305.  Rules  and  Regulations.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  Section 
135—1304,  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  adopt  and  from  time  to 
time  amend  rules  relative  to  the  issuance  of  Special  Permits,  and  shall  file  a  copy 
of  said  rules  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  Such  rules  shall  prescribe  the  size, 
form,  contents,  style  and  number  of  copies  of  plans  and  specifications  to  ac- 
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company  the  application;  the  information  required  in  the  application;  the  pro¬ 
cedure  for  submission  and  approval  of  such  Special  Permits;  and  other  reason¬ 
able  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  issuance  of  such  Special  Permits.

H.  There  shall  be  a  moratorium  on  the  issuance  of  any  building  permit  that  re¬ 
quires  a  sewer  connection;  but  excluding  the  construction  of  a  single  family 
home.  Said  moratorium  will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Town  of  Braintree  has 
met  the  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control 
for  the  removal  of  inflow  and  infiltration  from  the  sewer  system.  Individual  per¬ 
mits  may  be  granted  on  a  case  by  case  basis  only  if  the  division  of  Water  Pollu¬ 
tion  Control  certifies  that  the  2:1  ratio  (gallons  removed  for  new  gallon  of  flow) 
of  inflow/infiltration  removal  has  been  met.  The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to 
take  steps  to  promote  the  prevention  of  the  discharge  of  raw  sewage  into  the 
Monatiquot  River  and  other  water  bodies  of  the  Town  and  Commonwealth.

Annual  reports,  such  as  this,  are  designed  and  intended  to  provide  the 
citizens  of  Braintree  with  a  summary  of  town  business  encompassing  calendar 


1983. 


The  general  format  developed  over  the  years  will  review  the  results  of  the 
annual  election,  which  event  provides  you  with  a  choice  of  whom  you  wish  to 
represent  you  in  this,  the  Town’s  highest  office;  the  annual  re-organization  of 
the  Board  where  members  choose  their  leadership  for  the  coming  year;  a  con¬ 
densation  of  town  meetings  called  to  transact  necessary  business  in  the  course 
of  the  year;  and  an  analysis  of  the  board’s  deliberations  during  weekly  meetings 
held  Monday  evenings  in  Johnson  Hall,  the  second  floor  meeting  room  at  Town 
Hall.  These  sessions  are  “open”  and  participants,  as  well  as  spectators,  are  al¬ 
ways  welcome. 

Those  who  manage  the  town’s  business  continually  have  a  chance  to  shape 
our  society  in  a  fundamental  way.  This  board,  as  others  in  municipal  govern¬ 
ment,  is  dedicated  to  public  service  and  acts  to  influence  the  rules  of  self  govern¬ 
ment  helping  to  fashion  the  quality  of  life  for  the  people  of  Braintree. 

The  Election 

The  1983  election  was  closely  contested  due  to  the  vacancy  created  by  the 
decision  of  Selectman  Don  Laing,  a  15-year  veteran,  not  to  seek  re-election. 

Ned  Wynot,  a  businessman  and  veteran  member  of  the  Park  Commission, 
topped  the  ticket  with  a  tabulation  of  3,086  votes.  Third  term  candidate  Carl 
Johnson  tallied  3,080  votes  and  aspirant  Barbara  St.  Andre,  a  local  attorney, 
registered  2,845  votes  in  her  initial  try  for  the  office. 

Re-Organization 

On  March  28  the  board  re-organized  naming  Joe  Cleggett  as  Chairman  and 
electing  freshman  member  Ned  Wynot  as  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Town  Meeting  Scoreboards 

Selectmen  called  their  usual  “special”  town  meeting  in  conjunction  with 
the  annual  town  meeting  in  May  1983.  Despite  lengthy  debate  on  zoning 
issues,  town  meeting  members  finished  their  deliberations  in  six  sessions. 

During  the  “special,”  the  membership  authorized  the  filing  of  a  petition  to 
the  General  Court  for  authority  for  the  Sewer  Commission  to  increase  penalties 
on  persons  enducing  discharge  into  the  sewer  system  of  any  substance  which 
may  tend  to  interfere  with  the  flow  of  sewage. 

The  session  voted  favorably  to  transfer  funds  for  improving  the  water 
pipes  on  Jefferson  Street,  authorized  word  processing  equipment  for  the  Per- 
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sonnel  Board,  and  transferred  $13,948  to  construct  a  parking  area  at  the  former 
Penniman  School,  now  occupied  by  the  Council  on  Aging  Drop-in  Center. 

Town  meeting  passed  a  new  by-law,  Chapter  83,  controlling  the  buying 
and  selling  of  gold,  silver  or  platinum  providing  for  the  licensing  of  such  estab¬ 
lishments. 

A  new  Chapter  68  was  authorized  which  established  controls  on  burglar 
alarms  and  assessing  penalties  for  false  alarms  in  excess  of  three  in  any  one 
calendar  year. 

A  new  zoning  law  (Chapter  135-  1102)  received  favorable  action  which 
provided  for  Noise  Control,  defined  excess  noise  and  established  restrictions  on 
the  operation  of  businesses  which  create  noise  pollution. 

A  new  Dog  Control  by-law  became  Chapter  63  which  replaced  the  existing 
so-called  leash  law  with  one  with  more  complete  definitions  creating  new  fee 
schedules  for  violations  and  established  more  definite  restrictions. 

A  lengthy  by-law  on  the  control  of  hazardous  materials,  (Chapter  92)  was 
passed  which  will  help  to  preserve  the  groundwater  supply  and  protect  surface 
water  from  contamination.  Penalties  of  $250,  in  addition  to  all  costs  incurred 
by  the  town  associated  with  each  violation,  were  authorized. 

Town  meeting  members  voted  in  favor  of  creating  a  committee  to  study  an 
increase  in  the  town’s  share  of  premium  payments  for  Group  Life  and  Health 
Insurance. 

An  85  to  72  vote  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  for  the  sale  of 
Central  Junior  High  School  for  residential  purposes  subject  to  a  future  town 
meeting  approval. 

An  adult  book  store  and  motion  picture  zoning  by-law  was  passed  requir¬ 
ing  approval  by  the  special  permit  granting  authority  establishing  that  the  store 
or  theatre  is  consistent  and  conforming  to  existing  community  standards. 

Annual  Town  Meeting 

The  town  appropriated  a  total  of  $33,514,307.87  in  order  to  carry  on 
town  business  for  fiscal  1984.  Of  this  amount,  $26,516,717.77  will  be  raised 
in  the  tax  levy,  $1,500,000.00  will  be  transferred  from  surplus  revenue  and 
$265,000.00  will  accrue  from  the  Reserve  for  Sewer  Use  Charges.  The  balance 
will  come  from  various  reserves  and  receipts  accounts. 

Town  meeting  voted  approval  of  a  change  in  the  town’s  by-laws  which 
will  allow  the  advertising  of  town  meetings  by  publishing  a  summary  of  the 
articles  rather  than  a  complete  warrant. 
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Approved  an  appropriation  of  $135,000.00  for  a  new  Fire  Department 
Pumper;  also  $42,000.00  for  a  Sewer  Department  flushing  truck  and  adopted  a 
section  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws  banning  nude  entertainment  in  liquor  estab¬ 
lishments. 

Town  meeting  members  also  approved  a  new  zoning  proposal  which  estab¬ 
lished  Cluster  Zoning  as  a  further  definition  in  the  town’s  Zoning  By-Laws. 
Cluster  I  zone  limits  one  dwelling  unit  to  an  acre  of  land;  Cluster  II  limits  one 
unit  for  each  25,000  sq.  ft.  of  land,  and  Cluster  III  allows  only  one  unit  for  each 
1 5,000  sq.  ft. 

In  an  important  move  which  will  affect  the  financial  future  of  the  town’s 
rubbish  disposal  costs,  town  meeting  passed  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Select¬ 
men  through  its  Advisory  Committee  to  develop  a  “Request  for  Proposals”  for 
the  sale  or  lease  of  the  Incinerator,  including  the  landfill,  with  proposals  to  be 
brought  back  to  a  future  town  meeting  for  acceptance. 

A  motion  to  establish  a  combined  sewer  and  water  commission  failed  to 

pass. 


However,  an  article  amending  the  town’s  zoning  by-laws  which  would 
regulate  and  restrict  the  establishment  of  adult  book  stores  or  motion  picture 
establishments  received  a  favorable  vote. 

Responding  to  deterioration  problems  at  Hollingsworth  Stadium,  town 
meeting  authorized  a  Stadium  Study  Committee  for  recommendations  to  be 
brought  forward  at  the  next  special  town  meeting. 

This  session  also  appropriated  the  amount  of  $200,000.00  as  the  first  in¬ 
stallment  of  funds  due  to  the  Bates  Realty  Trust  resulting  from  an  agreement 
settlement  and  court  judgment  emanating  from  an  eminent  domain  taking  as 
a  portion  of  the  Hayward  Creek  Flood  Control  project. 

A  zoning  law  amendment  designed  to  transfer  costs  to  developers  received 
favorable  action.  The  by-law  requires  applicants  for  special  permits  to  provide 
complete  engineering  plans  for  all  multi-family  or  apartment  dwellings. 

NOVEMBER  Special  Town  Meeting 

Selectmen  called  a  “special”  for  November  7,  1983.  Town  meeting  mem¬ 
bers  acted  on  forty  articles  during  the  four  night  session. 

Highlights  of  this  meeting  were  the  re-zoning  of  a  large  tract  of  Industrial 
land,  south  of  Grove  Street  to  the  Weymouth  town  line,  to  Cluster  I  and  Cluster 
II  zones  as  authorized  by  the  annual  town  meeting  in  May. 

A  motion  to  re-zone  a  parcel  of  land  owned  by  Peter  Anastos  on  Granite 
Street  from  Residence  A  and  B  to  Business  zone  failed  to  win  the  required  two- 
thirds  majority  by  three  votes. 
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A  number  of  articles  destined  to  change  the  future  use  of  the  Central 
Junior  High  School  property  were  postponed  by  a  restraining  order  issued  by  the 
Court  pending  disposition  of  litigation  involving  a  breach  of  contract  action 
against  the  town. 

Dealing  with  reports  of  critical  space  restrictions  at  Town  Hall,  this  meet¬ 
ing  authorized  funds  for  a  feasibility  study  and  a  five  year  plan  which  will  con¬ 
sider  the  double-decking  of  the  former  auditorium. 

Following  the  lead  of  a  resolution  passed  in  May,  the  meeting  appropriated 
funds  for  the  appointment  of  a  consulting  engineer  to  aid  in  the  development  of 
a  Request  for  Proposals  for  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  Incinerator  and  landfill 
by  sale  or  lease. 

Responding  to  a  report  from  the  Hollingsworth  Stadium  Study  Commit¬ 
tee,  town  meeting  appropriated  $170,000  for  the  construction  of  a  stadium  at 
the  Braintree  High  School. 

This  session  also  established  a  study  committee  of  five  members  to  exam¬ 
ine  procedures  necessary  to  abolish  the  election  of  members  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  to  create  these  offices  by  appointment. 

Another  study  committee  was  impanelled  to  study  and  evaluate  the  feasi¬ 
bility  of  entering  into  negotiations  with  the  MDC  for  a  permanent  emergency 
water  hook-up. 

Continuing  effective  financial  planning,  the  town  meeting  members  re¬ 
turned  $500,000  to  the  “free  cash”  account  for  future  use  at  the  1984  annual 
town  meeting  for  reduction  of  the  tax  levy. 

In  an  unusual  action,  town  meeting  failed  to  fund  an  approved  labor  con¬ 
tract  with  the  Utility  Workers  of  America  providing  for  wage  increases  for 
employees  of  the  Waste  and  Water  Departments.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recognizes  with  deep  regret  the  passing  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  members  of  the  municipal  family  during  1983.  Among  these  were  Jack 
Keefe,  a  former  Selectman  who  also  served  on  a  number  of  other  town  com¬ 
mittees,  including  the  Personnel  Board  and  more  recently  the  Sign  Review 
Board;  Deputy  Fire  Chief  John  McDonnell,  a  Veteran  of  many  years  of  valued 
services;  Walter  J.  Hansen,  senior  member  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  with 
twenty-six  years  of  dedicated  service;  Arthur  McGee,  valued  Deputy  Assessor; 
and  Eleanor  Murch,  popular  traffic  supervisor  for  the  Police  Department. 

Conclusion 

As  another  year  approaches  during  the  implementation  of  Proposition  2Vi, 
a  voter-mandated  tax  cap,  Selectmen  will  be  called  upon  to  make  hundreds  of 
critical  fiscal  and  policy  decisions  in  a  pressure  filled  environment.  Each  choice 
affects  lives  from  town  workers  who  are  dissatisfied  with  wage  increase  negotia¬ 
tions,  and  from  residents  who  face  the  problems  of  no  increases  in  town  services. 
And  each  one  of  these  choices  has  to  strike  a  balance  between  our  commitment 
to  maintain  the  quality  of  life  which  the  public  demands  .  .  .  and  which  each 
public  official  wants  to  provide  .  .  .  and  the  absolute  financial  constraints  that 
are  beyond  the  town’s  administration. 

Your  Selectmen  are  committed  to  understand  the  needs  of  the  people,  to 
address  an  array  of  issues  from  routine  management  problems  to  a  number  of 
broader  policy  decisions  which  shape  long  range  goals,  and  to  respond  effectively 
to  unforeseeable  crises.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Town  of  Braintree  is  currently  in  the  process  of  revaluing  all  the  real 
and  personal  property  in  the  community.  Upon  completion  and  certification, 
the  Fiscal  1984  Tax  Rate  will  be  set.  The  Fiscal  1983  Tax  Rate  of  $36.80  per 
thousand  dollars  of  valuation  was  set  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Reve¬ 
nue  in  May  1983. 

The  following  are  the  1983  Fiscal  Year  Recapitulation  figures  used  in  set¬ 
ting  the  Tax  Rate  according  to  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  59,  Section  23—25.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Calendar  year  1983,  comprised  of  the  last  half  of  Fiscal  ’83  and  the  first 
half  of  Fiscal  ’84,  was  a  year  of  progress. 

The  foundation  for  computerization  is  in  place.  Study  and  progress  are 
underway  toward  the  goal  of  implementation  of  Enhanced  911  (E— 911).  This 
shall  be  a  great  assist  to  the  citizenry  in  the  way  of  response  time  and  the  ability 
of  the  police  officer  to  be  knowledgeable  as  to  what  he  may  be  facing  when  he 
responds  to  a  call.  Psychological  testing  of  police  candidates  is  a  reality.  Pro¬ 
gress  has  been  made  in  nailing  down  the  final  details  which  shall  require  annual 
physical  examinations  of  all  police  officers.  Sick  and  injury  use  and  related  costs 
are  under  control. 

Once  again,  our  budget  submittal  has  met  Finance  Committee  guidelines. 

I  have  named  but  a  few  of  the  department’s  forward  steps,  and  I  am  cog¬ 
nizant  of  the  fact  that  we  shall  be  faced  with  the  seemingly  impossible  task  of 
handling  the  traffic  situation  when  the  Southeast  Expressway  has  its  facelift. 

Some  specific  happenings  that  were  worthy  of  note  include: 

1.  The  five  new  police  officers,  whose  appointments  became  effective  on 
February  14,  1983,  were  the  first  recruits  to  have  undergone  psychological  test¬ 
ing.  Officer  Russell  Jenkins  had  already  attended  mandatory  academy  training 
and  was  able  to  “hit  the  street”  after  a  minimal  orientation  period.  The  other 
four  officers:  Leo  Coppens,  Wayne  Foster,  Robert  McDonough,  and  Ronald 
Solimini,  attended  the  Waltham  Police  Academy  for  12  weeks  prior  to  depart¬ 
mental  orientation. 

2.  Officers  Richard  McHugh  and  Thomas  Brown,  and  Senior  Clerk  Helen 
Walsh  retired  on  November  30,  December  31,  and  February  25,  1983,  respect¬ 
ively. 


3.  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  saw  the  refunding  of  the  three  non- 
funded  police  officer  positions  that  had  been  vacant  since  the  first  year  of 
Proposition  2 Vi.  Warrant  articles  regulating  the  sale  of  precious  metals,  banning 
nude  dancing,  and  providing  $9,000.00  as  a  base  for  computerizing  police  opera¬ 
tions  were  also  passed. 

4.  Acting  on  complaint,  this  department  embarked  upon  an  investigation 
involving  an  eminent  domain  taking.  It  has  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  for  our  investigators.  The  outcome  is  not  yet  known  as  the  investigation 
is  on-going. 

5.  The  department  brought  to  a  close  its  investigation  of  the  Assessors 
Office,  after  four  years  of  investigatory  procedures  and  presentations  to  various 
boards,  committees,  and  state  agencies,  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  problem 
had  to  be  addressed.  It  was  difficult  for  the  department,  those  boards  and 
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agencies  involved,  and  the  Town  of  Braintree.  1  have  no  doubt  that,  on  the 
whole  and  over  the  long  run,  the  results  of  the  investigation  could  only  have  a 
positive  impact  on  the  community. 

6.  No  state  aid  funds  were  allocated  to  this  department  at  the  fall  1983 
Special  Town  Meeting 

7.  Collective  bargaining  sessions  got  underway  during  the  summer  and  are 
still  continuing  with  the  Patrolman’s  Union. 

8.  The  Town  enjoyed  the  week-long  festivities  associated  with  the  Fourth 
of  July.  This  was  a  monumental  task  for  those  who  planned  for  the  celebration 
and  for  all  Town  departments  involved  in  its  safety,  security  and  success. 

9.  The  Administrative  Bureau  was  in  a  better  position  to  help  the  “men 
on  the  street”  by  the  strengthening  of  the  Bureau  through  the  use  of  Interns. 
There  were  no  more  than  two  in  number  at  any  given  time  and  they  were  in  the 
persons  of:  Linda  McDonald,  Jeffrey  Kettell,  Judith  Gallagher,  and  Patrick 
Plante.  Their  abilities,  coupled  with  their  willingness,  lessened  the  arduous  task. 

10.  The  week  of  October  29,  1983  was  declared  Crime  Prevention  Week 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  coincide  with  our  third  session  of  fingerprinting 
children  and  our  participation  in  the  Priority  One  crime  prevention  program. 
The  actual  dates  of  fingerprinting  were:  April  16,  23,  and  October  29.  Some 

I , 800  young  residents  of  this  community  were  fingerprinted  and  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  tour  Police  Headquarters  with  their  parents.  All  departmental  per¬ 
sonnel  assisted  in  this  venture,  including:  Superior  Officers,  Police  Officers, 
Auxiliaries,  Traffic  Supervisors,  Civilian  Personnel,  Interns,  Law  Enforcement 
Explorers,  etc.  I  want  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  them  because  without 
their  combined  efforts  it  would  never  have  been  possible. 

11.  We  were  all  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Traffic  Supervisor  Eleanor  S. 
Murch  who  was  our  senior  woman  Traffic  Supervisor.  She  was  employed  by 
this  department  in  that  capacity  since  September  1956  and  had  served  faithfully, 
aggressively  and  compassionately  until  her  death  on  November  25,  1983.  The 
tribute  paid  to  her  at  the  time  of  her  expiration  was  both  fitting  and  deserving. 

12.  In  preparation  for  computerization,  a  room  was  added  adjacent  to  the 
Administrative  Conference  Room.  The  work  was  done  in-house  and  is  now 
ready  for  computer  hardware  installation. 

13.  Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  the  Braintree  Auxiliary  Police  performed 

I I , 702  combined  volunteer  training  and  duty  hours  during  the  year  1983,  which 
accounts  for  a  1 .2%  increase  over  1982.

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A  review  of  the  figures  for  1983  reveals  areas  of  concern.  Our  Part  I 
Crimes  are  up,  especially  in  the  area  of  those  that  are  some  of  the  most  serious  in 
nature  —  rape,  burglary,  and  larceny  —  and  the  solvability  factors  are  low.  It 
is  an  area  to  which  I  shall  pay  particular  attention  as  to  causes:  if  not  cures 
(which  are  next  to  impossible),  we  shall  strive  for  a  remission  or  a  reduction 
thereof. 

I  am  pleased  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  citing  moving 
violators  (six-way  citations)  and  parking  violators.  Although  the  increase  on  the 
moving  violations  is  substantial,  I  do  believe  that,  at  minimum,  this  figure  should 
reflect  between  5,000  and  6,000.  Hopefully,  with  a  full  complement,  we  will 
reach  that  goal  if  not  exceed  it.  I  am  looking  for  improvement  in  all  areas  and 
Bureaus.  Our  complement  is  the  most  stable  that  it  has  been  for  the  last  20 
years.  Although  we  have  not  added  personnel,  we  have  stabilized  the  use  of  in¬ 
jury  time,  which  was  one  of  the  most  deleterious  factors  in  reducing  our 
effectiveness. 

In  summation  I  want  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  boards,  committees, 
individuals,  and,  more  especially,  the  employees  of  this  department  for  their 
cooperation  in  meeting  the  needs  of  those  we  serve.  I  look  forward  to  their  con¬ 
tinued  cooperation  in  making  greater  strides  within  the  economic  parameters 
that  lie  ahead.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1982,  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  responded  to  2,827  Fire  Incidents, 
which  was  22.5%  increase  over  1981.  In  1983,  the  Department  responded  to 
3,558  Incidents  for  a  26%  increase  over  1982.  This  48.5%  increase  in  this  short 
period  of  two  years  exemplifies  the  accelerated  demands  on  this  Department 
from  a  growing  Community.  The  Fire  Department,  in  my  opinion,  has  no  choice 
but  to  expand  in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  the  Community.  At  present,  we 
are  unable  to  provide  pre-proposition  2Vi  services  to  maintain  the  quality  of  life 
and/or  services  that  our  citizens  expect  and  deserve. 

A.  FIRE  LOSSES  for  the  year  totaled  $676,232.00  in  properties  with  an 
assessed  valuation  of  $4,216,880.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


The  year  1983-84  marked  the  retirement  of  Director  Charles  J.  Tinkham, 
who  has  guided  and  built  the  agency  for  over  twenty  years.  His  guidance  and 
expertise  will  be  available  as  a  Deputy  Director  for  as  long  as  he  is  able  to  par¬ 
ticipate.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Charles  A.  Furness,  Sr.  to  assume 
the  duties  of  Director  effective  October  1,  1984. 

There  has  been  no  substantial  change  in  operations  of  the  agency.  Meetings 
are  held  every  Thursday  evening  between  7:30  and  10:00  P.M.,  in  the  agency 
headquarters  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall.  Meetings  are  general  in  nature,  the 
staff  discusses  the  variety  of  responses  to  be  made  in  case  an  emergency  should 
arise.  This  emergency  preparedness  is  the  main  emphasis  of  those  who  volunteer 
their  time  to  this  agency.  The  staff  also  attends  meetings  at  the  area  headquar¬ 
ters  each  month.  At  these  meetings  the  latest  methods  and  procedures  are 
presented,  for  responding  to  emergency  situations.  In  addition  seminars  are 
conducted  periodically  for  all  town  officials.  The  latest  seminar  held  in  Novem¬ 
ber  was  attended  by  Braintree  officials,  and  dealt  with  the  actions  taken  in 
response  to  a  major  hurricane  hitting  southeastern  Massachusetts.  This  seminar 
was  very  effective  and  instructive. 

The  Braintree  Civil  Defense  Agency  was  placed  on  alert  in  June  of  1983. 
At  the  time  it  became  increasingly  apparent  that  flooding  might  occur  in  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  town.  Thankfully  the  rains  subsided  and  full  mobilization  was  not 
required. 

A  total  of  1595  man  hours  were  volunteered  during  the  year  to  continue 
to  improve  and  maintain  the  emergency  preparedness  of  the  agency. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  organizations  and  individuals  who  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  physical  and  financial  growth  of  the  agency.  Approximately 
$650.00  was  donated  throughout  the  year.  These  funds  were  used  to  purchase 
additional  items  to  upgrade  the  readiness  of  the  agency. 

The  value  of  equipment  and  property,  based  on  twenty  years  of  growth 
was  presented  in  last  years  report.  This  equipment  and  material  is  routinely 
maintained  and  serviced  by  the  members  of  the  agency.  The  cost  to  the  town  is 
for  parts  and  materials  only,  as  refelcted  in  the  very  minimal  budget  provided 
for  the  agency.  In  addition  to  town  owned  equipment,  this  agency  controls  the 
distribution  of  radiological  equipment  to  various  town  departments.  The  value 
of  this  equipment  is  approximately  $38,000.00,  and  it  is  supplied  at  no  cost  by 
the  federal  government  for  use  in  detecting  any  source  of  radioactivity. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  the  staff  and  members  of  the  agency,  who 
accepted  me  as  the  new  Director.  They  have  been  most  helpful  in  my  education, 


of  the  aims  and  assets  of  the  Civil  Defense  Emergency  Preparedness  Agency. 
These  few  are  accomplishing  so  much  for  this  agency  which  (like  insurance) 
we  hope  is  never  used,  but  is  there  if  it  is  needed.

Department  revenues  generated  $180,369.30,  received  in  the  form  of 
interest  from  the  Town  Treasurer’s  short-term  investment  of  our  funds.  By  law, 
this  interest  must  revert  to  the  Town’s  general  fund. 

The  Potter  II  combined-cycle  gas  turbine  plant  operated  well  during  1983, 
generating  over  22,000,000  Kwh’s,  or  about  8%  of  the  system  requirements.  Of 
the  remainder  needed,  46%  was  supplied  by  nuclear  capacity  from  Main  Yankee, 
Vermont  Yankee,  Pt.  Lepreau  and  Pilgrim,  with  the  balance  supplied  from 
Boston  Edison  Company  System,  Canal  II  and  Northfield  Mountain  pumped 
storage.  Energy  received  from  these  nuclear  facilities  displaced  approximately 
9,500,000  gallons  of  oil. 

2,620  Kva  of  new  transformation  was  connected  to  the  system  to  meet 
this  year’s  growth  requirements.  Buildings  presently  under  construction  in  the 
Granite  Street-Forbes  Road  area  and  additional  units  now  in  the  planning  stage 
will  necessitate  a  new  substation  site  in  the  area.  The  Braintree  School  Depart¬ 
ment,  through  the  School  Committee,  has  consented  to  give  the  Department  a 
piece  of  land  for  this  purpose.  Approval  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Meeting 
will  be  needed  to  effect  the  transfer. 

In  order  to  assure  maximum  system  reliability,  the  Department  purchased 
and  installed  a  second  40,000  KVA  step-down  transformer  at  the  Plain  Street 
Substation.  In  addition  to  providing  100%  redundancy,  it  will  also  allow  for 
load  growth  in  that  area.  A  second  similar  transformer  is  presently  on  order  and 
will  be  installed  at  our  Middle  Street  Substation  for  the  above  same  reasons  in 
1984. 


In  November  of  this  year  the  Department  completed  the  installation  of  a 
new  computer  for  use  by  other  Town  Departments.  The  central  processing  unit 
is  capable  of  supporting  a  maximum  of  63  terminals  and  presently  has  a  memory 
capability  of  1  megabyte  and  can  be  expanded  to  4  megabytes  as  system  needs 
dictate.  Disk  storage  is  presently  912  megabytes  and  expandable  to  twice  that 
amount.  A  magnetic  tape  unit  for  file  backup,  storage  of  historical  records,  and 
program  or  data  transfer  completes  the  line-up. 

Rather  than  depend  on  leased  telephone  lines  for  interconnection  between 
the  main  frame  and  Town  Hall,  School  Department  and  other  Town  buildings, 
the  Department  has  provided  and  installed  a  multi-conductor  communication 
cable  in  its  existing  underground  duct  system.  It  presently  interconnects  with 
Town  Hall,  the  high  school  and  the  Police  Department. 

The  Braintree  School  System  is  the  first  Town  department  to  use  the  new 
facility.  The  School  Information  Management  System  software  was  successfully 
loaded  into  the  computer  in  a  record  time  of  32  minutes. 
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The  Town  has  purchased  tax  collection  software  which  will  also  accom¬ 
modate  assessing  data  and  the  implementation  of  this  program  is  being  planned. 

The  Town  Accountant  has  been  using  the  Department’s  existing  facilities 
for  the  past  three  years  and  is  now  under  a  mandate  to  convert  from  his  present 
accounting  system  to  the  new  Universal  Mass.  Accounting  System.  This  change¬ 
over  will  be  accomplished  by  bringing  up  the  new  accounting  system  on  the  new 
computer  and,  when  operational,  phasing  out  the  existing  system  now  operating 
on  our  older  unit. 


Discussions  have  been  held  with  the  Water,  Sewer,  Fire,  Library  and 
Personnel  Departments  as  to  the  facility’s  availability  to  them.  Other  Town 
departments  will  be  contacted  as  time  permits. 


The  ever-increasing  high  cost  of  electric  energy  makes  it  difficult  for  the 
owners  of  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  to  appreciate  that  there  are,  in 
fact,  very  positive  benefits  flowing  to  the  rate  payers  from  owning  and  operating 
a  municipal  electric  light  department. 


The  following  analysis  outlines  additional  monies  that  would  have  been 
paid  for  electric  service  by  the  Department’s  residential  A- 1  rate  customers 
(representing  over  two-thirds  of  our  12,000-plus  rate  payers)  and  street-lighting 
costs  paid  from  tax  monies  had  an  investor-owned  electric  utility  been  supplying 
service  in  the  Town.  The  difference  in  rates  for  residential  and  street  lighting 
energy  was  derived  from  the  statewide  average  rates  of  return  for  an  investor- 
owned  utility  as  contrasted  with  similar  Braintree  rates,  and  the  tax  credit  figure 
from  one  presently  being  paid  in  a  neighboring  community.

It  would  certainly  seem  that  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  facing  the 
electric  utility  industry,  both  public  and  private,  is  how  to  finance  new  con¬ 
struction  so  necessary  to  provide  a  reliable  and  economic  supply  of  electric 
power  to  keep  our  national  economy  competitive  in  world  markets,  yet  no  new 
power  plants  are  on  the  drawing  board. 
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One  reason  utilities  are  hesitant  to  build  new  capacity  is  illustrated  by  a 
large  east  coast  utility  having  a  system  capacity  of  about  12,000  megawatts 
(Braintree’s  Potter  II  capacity  is  96  megawatts),  a  total  capitalization  of  6.6 
billion  dollars  and  common  shareholders’  equity  of  about  3.4  billion  dollars.  A 
decision  by  this  utility  to  build  additional  capacity  of  only  ten  per  cent  would 
cost  more  than  the  entire  common  shareholders’  present  equity  in  the  company. 
This  fact,  coupled  with  the  Public  Service  Commission’s  refusal  to  allow  ade¬ 
quate  cost  recovery  from  depreciation  allowances  through  rates,  has  virtually 
halted  plans  for  new  construction  throughout  the  country. 

The  electric  load  continues  to  grow,  and  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
electric  utility  industry  to  educate  the  public  so  that  they  will  understand  the 
desperate  need  for  new  generating  stations  to  replace  the  older,  less  efficient 
ones,  and  in  addition  construct  the  new  facilities  to  satisfactorily  meet  the 
nation’s  future  load  growth. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  for 
their  many  hours  of  dedicated  service  providing  the  guidance  so  necessary  for 
the  Department’s  operation. 

To  the  Light  Department  employees,  who  have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  the 
operation  of  the  Department,  I  express  my  sincere  thanks.

(1)  Depreciation:  The  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
under  Chapter  164  require  utility  plant  in  service  to  be  depreciated  using  a 
3%  rate.  In  order  to  change  this  rate,  approval  has  to  be  received  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities.  Rates  utilized  in  depreciating  utility  plant 
in  service  are  based  on  financial  factors  relating  to  cash  flow  for  plant 
expansion  rather  than  engineering  factors  relating  to  estimates  of  useful 
lives.

The  annual  report  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1983. 


CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 


Master  Drainage  Program 

Clean-up  and  landscaping  of  the  Home  Park  Road  drainage  project  occu¬ 
pied  most  of  the  year.  The  situation  was  aggravated  by  heavy  spring  rains  which 
caused  considerable  erosion  of  the  bare  ground. 

Ivory  Street  Project 

The  Ivory  Street  project  was  substantially  completed  with  the  exception 
of  roadway  surfacing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  intersection  of  Hancock  and  Plain 
Streets.  The  new  section  of  Ivory  Street  between  Pearl  Street  and  Plain  Street 
was  completed  and  open  to  traffic  on  December  16, 1983. 

Hayward,  Elm  and  Commercial  Streets 

Traffic  signals  at  this  intersection  were  installed  and  put  into  operation 
February  24,  1983. 


PROJECTS  UNDER  DESIGN 

Pond  Street  Project 

By  year’s  end,  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  has  been  completed. 
We  are  no  in  the  process  of  satisfying  the  conditions  set  forth  by  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission  and  taking  the  necessary  construction  and  access  easements. 
The  opening  of  bids  is  scheduled  for  the  spring  of  1984. 

Weymouth  Landing  Project 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  January  19,  1983.  As  a  result  of  the  hearing, 
questions  were  raised  regarding  the  need  for  pedestrian  signals  at  Brookside 
Road.  Those  questions  have  not  yet  been  resolved  and,  therefore,  are  delaying 
the  design  process  once  again.  The  estimated  advertising  date  is  in  the  latter  part 
of  1985. 

Liberty  Street  Bridge  Project 

A  public  hearing  on  this  project  was  held  on  May  26,  1983.  The  prepara¬ 
tion  of  plans  is  continuing  with  bids  scheduled  to  be  opened  during  the  second 
half  of  1985.  Despite  our  objections,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  construct 
the  bridge  in  two  stages  which  will  extend  the  time  of  construction  one  addi¬ 
tional  year  and  cost  an  extra  $200,000.00. 
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Hayward  and  Shaw  Streets 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  installation  of  traffic  signals  have  been 
completed  and  bids  will  be  opened  January  30,  1984. 

Five  Comers 

On  December  19,  1983,  we  received  a  set  of  25%  plans  for  the  proposed 
signalized  intersection  including  the  widening  of  Granite  Street  between  Five 
Corners  and  the  South  Shore  Plaza. 

Elm,  Adams  and  Middle  Streets 

Funds  were  appropriated  at  the  May  Town  Meeting  for  a  preliminary  traf¬ 
fic  study  and  redesign  of  this  intersection.  The  field  survey  has  been  completed 
and  a  consultant  selected  to  proceed  with  the  design. 


OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Once  again  we  were  asked  to  testify  in  several  court  cases  and  DEQE 
hearings.  We  also  filed  testimony  in  several  Land  Court  cases  affecting  property 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

In  April,  plans  for  the  reconstructed  intersection  of  Walnut  Street,  Howie 
Road  and  Lakeside  Drive  were  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  During 
June  the  railroad  crossing  on  Commercial  Street  at  Front  Street  was  replaced 
with  a  modern  rubberized  installation. 

The  Department  took  in  $2,912.50  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during 
the  year. 

Recommendations 

Once  again  we  urge  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  abolish  the  practice  of 
encouraging  residents  to  deposit  their  leaves  in  the  gutters  and  streets  of  the 
Town.  The  leaves  are  washed  into  catch  basins  where  the  eventually  clog  up 
the  street  drainage  system  and  result  in  serious  flooding  problems  for  Town 
residents. 

Correction  to  1982  Report: 

Allen  Street  Retaining  Wall  (Omitted) 

A  new  precast  concrete  crib-type  wall  was  constructed  (during  1982) 
between  No.  44  and  No.  54  Allen  Street  at  a  cost  of  $28,200.00.  The  purpose  of 
the  wall  is  to  support  the  sidewalk  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  road.

Maintenance : 

Streets  and  sidewalks  throughout  the  Town  were  cleaned  and  the  brush 
on  roadways  cut  back  wherever  necessary.  As  many  catch  basins  as  possible 
were  cleaned  out,  and  all  brooks  and  drains  were  kept  as  clean  as  possible. 

Patching  and  Sidewalk  Repairs: 

All  Town  streets  were  patched  whenever  necessary  and  each  section  of 
Town  had  sidewalks  repaired  or  resurfaced.  Fences  and  guard  rails  were  replaced 
and  painted  whenever  needed. 

Street  Painting: 

Crosswalks  at  all  schools  and  business  areas  were  painted  and,  to  be  more 
effective,  all  crosswalks  were  painted  diagonally.  Yellow  lines  were  painted  on 
several  streets. 

Traffic  and  Street  Signs: 

All  street  signs,  traffic  and  directional  signs  were  assembled  by  the  High¬ 
way  Department.  Traffic  signs  and  street  painting  must,  from  1975  on,  conform 
with  the  manual  on  uniform  traffic  control  devices.  This  manual  sets  forth  basic 
principles  that  govern  the  design  and  usage  of  traffic  control  devices.

Building  Connections 

There  were  72  sewer  connections  completed  during  the  year  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sewer  Department. 

Maintenance 

There  were  7  mainline  stoppages  due  to  grease,  tree  roots  and  other 
foreign  objects. 

The  Department  received  114  calls  for  sewage  stoppages.  Eleven  of  these 
were  internal  plumbing  problems.  The  remainder  were  roots,  grease,  paper  and 
other  foreign  matters. 

The  Department  instituted  an  emergency  service  to  cut  down  on  delays  in 
responding  to  calls  weekends  and  before/after  office  hours. 

A  new  flushing  truck  was  purchased  allowing  the  flushing  crew  to  better 
maintain  the  town’s  sewer  lines. 

A  sewer  leak  detection  program  was  begun  within  the  town  which  was 
incorporated  with  the  I/I  program.  This  program  also  included  the  paying  of  the 
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removal  of  I/I  by  private  developers  to  safisfy  the  2  for  1  moratorium  as 
imposed  by  the  Department  of  Water  Pollution  Control  for  new  construction. 

Annual  Town  Meeting  passed  an  Enabling  Act  allowing  the  Department  to 
discourage  users  of  the  system  from  allowing  extraneous  flow  into  the  system  in 
an  attempt  to  reduce  surcharging  within  the  town. 

The  sewer  user  charge  was  changed  during  1983  under  a  requirement  im¬ 
posed  by  EPA  guidelines  requiring  that  every  two  years  the  user  charge  be  re¬ 
viewed.  This  charge  is  now  based  on  consumption  instead  of  the  previous  flat 
rate  charge. 

In  closing,  we  regretfully  inform  the  town  of  the  serious  illness  of  Joseph 
Aiello,  Superintendent  of  this  Department  for  twenty  years,  who  became  seri¬ 
ously  ill  in  January  1983.  His  illness  and  absence  during  the  entire  year  was 
greatly  felt  by  those  who  worked  with  him  and  by  all  who  knew  him. 

The  Commissioners  and  Department  Head  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  received  from  all  Town  Depart¬ 
ments.  Also  to  the  loyal  and  efficient  employees  of  the  Department.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BRAINTREE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Braintree  Planning  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  1983  Annual  Town  Report.  This  report  is  intended  as  a  summary  of  the 
Board’s  activities  and  concerns.  The  Board  encourages  any  inquiry  by  citizens 
of  Braintree  who  may  wish  to  have  additional  information. 

The  Planning  Board  received  a  number  of  subdivision  proposals  for  both 
Industrial  and  Residential  parcels.  The  applications  are  noteworthy  in  that  the 
Planning  Board  had  not  reviewed  any  new  subdivision  proposals  in  the  past 
three  years.  These  applications  mark  an  increase  in  the  interest  to  develop  large 
parcels  of  land  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  demands  on  the  Planning 
Board  members  and  staff  to  process  the  applications  in  very  strict  time  periods. 
The  Board  has  been  presented  with  the  submission  of  preliminary  subdivision 
plans  involving  over  250  acres  of  Industrial  land,  and  the  concerns  that  arise 
given  the  existing  municipal  facilities  be  it  water,  sewer,  or  the  transportation 
network.  These  concerns  are  critical  considering  the  fact  that  there  remains 
approximately  1000  acres  of  land  now  undeveloped  and  zoned,  for  the  most 
part,  for  industrial  uses  that  will  certainly  soon  be  the  subject  of  development 
proposals.  The  areas  to  be  considered  within  Braintree  are  only  a  part  of  the 
issues  that  have  arisen.  Abutting  communities  are  a  party  to  the  proceedings  and 
they  are  becoming  more  involved  often  with  proposals  where  the  zoning  is  not 
consistent  along  the  common  boundary  line. 

The  Planning  Board  has  tried  to  address  the  demands  of  development  in 
many  ways.  The  Board,  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  formally 
reviewed  sixteen  applications  for  Special  Permits  this  past  year.  Generally  the 
applications  were  approved  with  conditions  intended  to  address  landscaping 
(to  enhance  the  appearance  of  the  property  and  the  community),  the  need  to 
comply  with  sewer  and  other  regulations,  and  traffic  problems.  Also  the  Board 
may  impose  conditions  that  are  a  result  of  the  review  of  the  applications  by 
other  Commissions,  Boards,  and  departments  when  a  review  is  made  and  a 
report  forwarded  to  the  Planning  Board.  This  review  process,  critical  to  clearly 
identifying  needs  prior  to  the  commencement  of  a  project,  is  rapidly  becoming 
inadequate  to  respond  to  some  of  the  recurring  issues  on  a  broad  basis.  The 
shortcoming  of  the  Special  Permit  process  lies  in  the  narrow  focus  of  a  particu¬ 
lar  project  that  minimizes  the  larger  impacts  that  the  Town  must  confront.  The 
Planning  Board  is  actively  pursuing  two  other  courses  of  action  to  deal  with  the 
need  for  an  overall  perspective  and  direction. 

The  Planning  Board  has  applied  for  a  grant  to  update  the  Town’s  Master- 
plan.  The  Board  has  some  funds  that  were  recently  appropriated  by  Town 
Meeting,  however,  these  are  insufficient  to  provide  for  a  complete  update  of  the 
Masterplan.  In  conjunction  with  an  update  of  the  Masterplan  the  funds  would 
be  used  to  develop  data  to  quantify  the  costs  that  the  ultimate  development  of 
the  remaining  land  would  be  for  the  Town  of  Braintree.  This  analysis  would  be 
based  on  the  present  zoning  for  those  parcels  of  land  that  are  still  undeveloped. 
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Clearly  the  existing  municipal  infrastructure  is  being  strained  by  the  increasing 
demands  of  development  and  will  need  to  be  increased  and  upgraded  over  time. 
The  Planning  Board  seeks  to  have  these  costs  as  soon  as  possible  to  better  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  needs  of  the  community.  Also,  the  Board  wishes  to  have  alternative 
land  use  concepts  prepared  to  assist  Braintree  in  making  informed  decisions 
about  its  future. 

Another  area  the  Planning  Board  members  and  staff  have  expended  a  great 
deal  of  effort  is  in  the  research  and  development  of  zoning  articles  for  Town 
Meeting.  Braintree  is  a  desireable  place  to  live,  a  place  in  demand  for  commercial 
development  and  a  Town  who  depends  on  surface  water  from  local  sources  for 
its  water  supply.  The  diversity  of  growth  in  Braintree  has  expanded  and  the 
Planning  Board  has  strived  to  keep  the  Zoning  Bylaw  and  map  current  with  these 
changes.  The  demands  are  often  conflicting  —  high  intensity  land  use  offers 
little  natural  area  for  a  watershed.  The  Board  considers  a  broad  spectrum  of 
zoning  articles  that  are  intended  to  help  respond  to  the  growing  demand  to 
utilize  land  in  the  Town  in  a  variety  of  ways.  The  Board  is  aware  of  the  need  for 
a  Zoning  Bylaw  that  reflects  the  uses  of  the  land  and  the  impact  each  use  can 
have  on  a  variety  of  matters.  In  recent  years  many  changes  have  taken  place  that 
create  the  need  to  review  the  Bylaw  and  propose  amendments.  The  Zoning 
Bylaw  has  to  be  considered  as  a  flexible  tool  that  may  be  continually  reviewed 
and  revised  to  reflect  the  most  up-to-date  legal  and  land  use  issues  in  the  Town. 
The  Master  Plan  update  is  very  important  in  the  zoning  process  and  would  help 
to  prepare  for  issues  not  waiting  for  problems  to  arise. 

In  conclusion,  the  Planning  Board  has  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties 
as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  duties  mandated  by  the  subdivision 
control  law,  and  planning  relating  to  the  variety  of  issues  that  continue  to  be  of 
concern  for  the  Town.  Utmost  in  these  efforts  are  the  protection  of  the  water 
supply,  consideration  of  the  increasing  traffic  problems  in  many  parts  of  the 
Town,  consideration  of  the  sewer  I/I  moratorium,  and  a  general  effort  to  review 
plans  with  concern  for  the  interrelationship  of  projects  and  the  need  for  consis¬ 
tency.  The  range  of  responsibilities  of  the  Planning  Board  often  exceeds  the  time 
allocated  with  the  existing  staff.  The  Board  hopes  to  work  with  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission,  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Personnel  Board  to  address 
the  staffing  needs  sufficient  to  increase  the  level  and  scope  of  review  done  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  to  provide  more  information  to  the  public,  applicants 
and  other  interested  parties.

AIR  POLLUTION 

The  Board  jointly  worked  with  OSHA,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Division  of  Air  Hazards  and  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  (DEQE).  Investigated  five  areas  dealing  with  pollution  problems; 
the  town  incinerator  has  been  cited  for  continuous  violations  by  the  State, 
appropriate  action  has  been  taken  by  closing  of  the  incinerator  and  the  town 
established  a  study  committee  to  set  the  plans  for  the  future  administration  and 
ownership  of  the  plant. 

BIOLOGICAL  SUPPLIES 

Dauite’s  Pharmacy,  Inc.  has  continued  as  the  biological  station,  diagnostic 
supplies  were  dispensed  at  the  Health  Office.  A  total  of  nine  international  vac¬ 
cination  certificates  were  stamped  and  authenticated  by  the  department. 

BLOOD  PRESSURE  CLINIC 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the 
Counsel  on  Aging,  and  a  total  of  1 ,525  people  were  read  and  checked,  a  total  of 
40  were  referred  to  their  personal  physicians  due  to  elevated  pressures. 

CONTRACTED  SERVICES  FOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

The  Public  Health  Nursing  Services  has  expanded  its  health  services  this 
past  year.  Community  health  education  has  been  the  focal  point,  in  presenting  a 
Health  Fair  in  Spring  to  all  town  residents.  The  event  offered  many  free  screen¬ 
ing  tests  and  community  health  information  by  a  wide  base  of  social  and  private 
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associations  and  organizations  in  attendance.  A  workshop  on  blood  pressure  was 
done  to  teach  interested  persons  to  accurately  take  and  read  blood  pressures. 
Students  from  Northeastern  University  School  of  Nursing  have  received  their 
community  practice  at  the  Board  of  Health  Office.  The  staff  worked  closely 
with  area  agencies  such  as;  American  Red  Cross,  Knight’s  of  Columbus,  Mason’s, 
Health  Works  and  Emergency  Medical  Disaster  Program  Assisting  them  with 
their  health  projects. 

The  State  mandated  nursing  services  continue  to  be  rendered,  e.g.  pre¬ 
maturity,  tuberculosis  follow-up,  communicable  disease  reporting,  mantoux 
testing,  high  risk  material  and  child  health.  Home  visits  for  nursing  assessment, 
evening  clinics  weekly  for  blood  pressure  monitoring,  nutritional  counseling, 
medication  monitoring,  and  diabetic  screening  continue  to  be  offered  for  all 
residents  at  all  age  levels. 

This  year  3,335  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  nursing  staff, 
(this  does  not  include  services  performed  in  conjunction  with  other  agencies  or 
the  complete  Flue  Clinic  Program.) 

The  nursing  program  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  performed 
services  in  conjunction  with  other  community  agencies  offering  a  Diabetic 
Screening  of  240  persons,  intensive  cancer  screening  program  of  49  persons, 
hypertension  screening  of  40  residents  during  a  blood  drive.  Also  offered  to  the 
community  was  free  health  lectures  to  community  elders  and  residents  at  several 
residential  housing  units. 

EVENING  CLINIC 

It  is  in  its  third  year  at  the  Health  Office.  The  clinic  offers  nursing  services 
to  those  residents  who  are  not  able  to  partake  in  the  day  programs. 

HEALTH  PROGRAMS  AND  WORKSHOP 

The  nurse  consultant,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  develops  health 
programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  with  emphasis  on  cost  contain¬ 
ment. 

DIABETES  CLINIC 

The  Board  of  Health  offered  the  fourth  Diabetic  Clinic.  A  total  of  240 
people  were  served,  a  total  of  31  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians.  The 
Board  has  reaffirmed  their  yearly  commitment  to  this  program. 

FLU  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  annual  Flu  Program  for  all  senior  citizens,  including 
the  residents  of  all  nursing  homes  and  the  chronically  ill  of  the  town.  A  total  of 
1068  people  were  vaccinated  at  the  Public  Health  Clinic,  and  1450  doses  were 
given  to  local  nursing  homes,  health  agencies,  and  doctors  for  distribution. 
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PNEUMONIA  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  fifth  town  wide  clinic  to  all  citizens  with  chronic 
ailments  or  anyone  over  60  years  of  age.  The  cost  of  $5.00  per  person  was 
charged  for  the  vaccine.  A  total  of  54  persons  were  vaccinated.

The  Board  of  Health  with  the  assistance  of  Ms.  Kathleen  Sanderson,  a 
certified  instructor  by  the  American  Heart  Association,  certfied  or  re-certified 
people  in  CPR  and  Choke  Saver  concept,  under  the  guidelines  of  the  American 
Heart  Association,  with  all  cost  going  directly  to  the  Heart  Association  by  the 
instructor  with  no  cost  to  the  town.

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS 

The  Department  involvement  in  the  inspection  of  housing  used  as  rental 
units.  A  total  of  58  units  were  inspected,  of  which  37  were  ordered,  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  to  undergo  major  repairs. 

IN  SERVICE  EDUCATION 

The  Director  is  attending  a  Master’s  Program  in  Public  Administration.  He 
also  attended  the  Mass.  Health  Officer’s  Conference.  Ms.  Boucher  attended  the 
sanitarian  meeting.  Mr.  Gecewicz,  the  Director,  has  been  elected  to  serve  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Board’s  of  Health.  The  informa¬ 
tion  gained  was  most  beneficial  to  the  town  due  to  the  vital  impact  the  informa¬ 
tion  received  has  about  State  and  National  Regulations  that  is  presently  being 
implemented  in  the  town. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  in 
planning  spraying  in  the  Spring.  The  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  assisted  residents  with  spraying  information.  This 
was  the  second  year  the  town  has  contracted  with  the  Norfolk  County  Project, 
and  we  are  pleased  with  the  service  the  town  has  received. 

RABIES 

The  Board  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  Jaycees,  held  its 
annual  Rabies  Clinic.  A  total  of  99  dogs  and  17  cats  were  inoculated.  The 
outstanding  efforts  of  Richard  I.  Harris,  D.V.M.  made  this  a  successful  program. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  department  spent  inspection  time  at  construction  sites,  shopping  loca¬ 
tions  and  the  town’s  landfill  operation.  An  outside  contractor,  for  spraying  and 
baiting  rodents  was  utilized  as  needed.  With  the  closing  of  the  landfill  a  cut  back 
in  future  monies  was  made  by  the  Board,  but  they  will  insure  town -wide  protec¬ 
tion  as  needed.

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SANITARY  CONCERNS 

Dumping  violations  in  26  areas  were  cited  by  the  Board  and  corrective 
measures  have  been  taken  by  the  department.  A  total  of  14  homes  were  re¬ 
quested  to  be  connected  with  the  town  sewer  lines.  The  Board  has  also  requested 
3  restaurants  to  install  grease  traps;  it  is  believed  this  measure  will  save  mainte¬ 
nance  on  the  town’s  sewer  system. 

SANITARY  LANDFILL 

The  Board  has  spent  many  hours  with  other  town  departments  and  state 
agencies  about  the  life  of  the  town’s  landfill.  The  implementation  and  planning 
of  the  waste  disposal  has  continued  again  this  year  to  be  one  of  the  Board’s 
major  concerns.  The  conformance  of  the  present  landfill  to  the  State  require¬ 
ments  in  the  correction  of  the  landfill  has  been  completed  with  the  proper 
closing  of  the  area  with  its  compliance  with  all  state  requirements,  thus,  the 
goal  of  the  Board  has  taken  place  in  a  safe  and  healthy  manner. 

SCHOOL  IMMUNIZATION 

The  Board  enforced  the  State  mandate  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Department,  that  all  school  age  children  of  the  town  be  fully  immunized  against 
measles,  mumps,  rubella,  polio,  diphtheria,  and  tetanus.  The  Board  strongly 
agrees  that  all  children  under  six  years  of  age  be  tested  for  lead  poisoning. 

SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  Board  acted  on  all  requests  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  special 


permits. 


SUB-DIVISIONS 

The  Board  has  reviewed  and  taken  action  on  five  sub-divisions. 


TRIAGE 


The  Board  continued  its  Triage  Program  of  which  it  is  the  onlu  such  com¬ 
munity  with  the  program  to  date.  It  is  presently  being  evaluated  and  shall  be¬ 
come  a  model  for  other  communities.  The  Board  re-appointed  a  Senior  Medical 
Field  Officer  who  has  developed  a  training  program  with  fire,  police,  ambulances 
and  regional  hospitals.  Five  field  disaster  officers  were  trained  by  the  guidelines 
of  the  Mass.  Office  of  Emergency  Medical  Services  and  Disaster  Plan.  A  drill  was 
conducted  in  November,  the  new  concepts  are  to  be  implemented  as  the  town’s 
(EMS)  Emergency  Medical  Service  program  develops.  This  Board  hopes  that  the 
benefits  of  the  training  will  never  have  to  be  implemented  in  action.  The  board  is 
insured  that  the  health  and  safety  of  the  community  is  enriched  by  the  program 
and  that  it  meets  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  needs  of  the  community.

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically 
feasable. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the 
draining  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources. 

Drainage  ditches  cleaned  5,373  feet

Larviciding:  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is 
the  next  most  effective  control  effort.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 

Recycling  in  Braintree  is  more  important  than  ever,  now  that  hauling  costs 
for  each  ton  of  trash  are  $17.90.  During  Fiscal  1983  250  tons  of  paper,  glass, 
and  aluminum  were  collected  at  the  Recycling  Center  on  Ivory  St.  The  cost  of 
hauling  this  material  would  have  been  $4,475.  Expenses  were  $3,650,  but 
income  was  $1 ,400  —  resulting  in  a  NET  GAIN  to  the  town  of  $2,200. 

Recently  there  have  been  as  many  as  100  cars  at  the  Center  on  a  Saturday, 
and  collections  are  up.  Even  more  savings  in  money  and  resources  can  be  realized 
if  citizens  are  encouraged  to  recycle.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWNS  OF 
WEYMOUTH  AND  BRAINTREE 


The  1982-83  year  at  “Pond  Meadow  Park”  has  been  quiet.  With  very 
limited  funds  available,  we  are  close  to  the  caretaker  level.  The  park  consists  of 
320  acres,  is  open  seven  days  a  week  from  dawn  to  dusk  and  we  have  two  em¬ 
ployees.  Activities  by  the  two  rangers  have  been  confined  to  park  patrol,  mainte¬ 
nance  of  trails,  roads  and  structure  and  supervision  of  fishing  and  ice  skating.  No 
environmental  or  outdoor  education  programs  were  offered  by  the  park. 

For  the  second  year,  a  summer  day  camp  was  conducted  by  Miss  Pamela 
Irvin.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  “Friends  of  Pond  Meadow  Park”.  Our  rangers 
did  not  participate  in  the  program  but  did  evaluate  its  effectiveness.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  the  day  camp  was  booked  to  capacity  and  exceptionally 
well  received  by  both  children  and  parents. 

For  the  third  year,  the  district  has  sponsored  Boy  Scout  Troop  11. 
Commissioner  Paul  Toner  is  the  scoutmaster.  District  headquarters  is  used  for 
meeting.  The  troop  has  improved  the  designated  scout  camping  area  and  worked 
on  other  small  projects.  Other  scouting  organization  have  also  used  the  camping 
area. 


The  proposed  bike  path  has  been  approved  by  the  state.  This  spring,  we 
expect  to  secure  bids  from  contractors  for  various  phases  of  the  project.  We  are 
also  considering  “exercise  stations”  in  conjunction  with  the  bike  path.

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1983  ANNUAL  REPORT 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Braintree  Conservation  Commission  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report  of  their  activities  in  1983. 

The  Conservation  Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the  Holbrook  Conser¬ 
vation  Commission,  had  tried  to  have  the  Cranberry  Brook  watershed  designated 
an  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern  (ACEC).  These  efforts  had  to  be 
withdrawn  in  1982;  however,  in  1983,  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs 
designated  a  portion  of  the  Cranberry  Brook  watershed  in  Braintree  and  Hol¬ 
brook  as  an  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern.  It  is  the  Commissioners 
hope  that  this  designation  will  help  promote  the  protection  of  the  watershed 
which  is  not  only  part  of  the  watershed  for  three  towns’  water  supply,  but  also 
has  at  least  two  unique  bogs  containing  interesting,  yet  fragile  ecosystems.  Any 
person  seeking  additional  information  should  contact  the  Commission’s  office. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  receive  and  process  applica¬ 
tions  submitted  under  c.  131,  s.  40  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (the  so- 
called  Wetlands  Act)  and  Braintree  Bylaw  c.  132  (the  Wetlands  Bylaw).  These 
two  laws  are  treated,  in  the  application  process,  as  one  application;  however,  it 
is  very  important  for  a  person  to  understand  that  each  law  stands  on  its  own, 
independent  of  the  other.  The  Commissioners  are  aware  of  the  confusion  that 
the  single  application  process  creates  and  wish  to  inform  people  that  there  are 
two  laws  governing,  in  general,  wetlands,  land  subject  to  flooding,  water  bodies, 
and  land  under  those  bodies,  be  it  a  stream,  lake  or  river.  Also,  if  a  person  is 
within  100  feet  of  one  of  these  areas,  it  is  important  to  check  with  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission  prior  to  starting  work  in  this  area.  The  Commission  has  two 
sets  of  regulations  that  should  be  reviewed  if  a  person  feels  they  may  be  near  a 
wetlands  or  other  applicable  area. 

In  1983,  both  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering  issued  new  regulations.  The  Commission, 
after  several  months  of  work,  promulgated  a  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations 
Braintree  Bylaw  c.  132  in  March,  1983.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  were  sub¬ 
sequently  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  required  by  the  Bylaw.  It  was 
the  intent  of  the  Commissioners,  in  issuing  these  regulations,  to  clarify  defini¬ 
tions,  outline  the  application  process,  and  to  clearly  denote  the  need  to  include 
abutters  in  the  application  procedures.  The  regulations  are  short  and  concise  and 
help  to  illustrate  those  areas  where  the  Bylaw  is  different  from  the  state  law.  It 
is  possible  for  a  person  to  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  under  c.  132,  where  the  jurisdiction  under  c.  131,  s.  40  is  less  clear. 
The  regulations  help  to  clarify  the  distinctions  and  the  need  to  be  aware  of  the 
independent  nature  of  each  law. 

The  state  wetlands  regulations,  effective  April  1,  1983,  are  also  intended 
to  clarify  the  jurisdiction  of  c.  131,  s.  40  and  the  importance  of  the  interests  of 
the  act.  There  are  seven  public  interests  spelled  out  in  M.G.L.  c.  131,  s.  40: 
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public  and  private  water  supply,  groundwater,  prevention  of  pollution,  flood 
control,  stormwater  damage  prevention,  protection  of  fisheries,  and  land  con¬ 
taining  shellfish.  The  new  regulations  identify  several  resource  areas  and  then 
attaches  some  or  all  of  the  interests  to  the  particular  resource  area.  The  descrip¬ 
tions  and  text  in  the  regulations  may  be  viewed  as  educational,  since  not  only  do 
they  compliment  the  Wetlands  Law,  but  they  also  serve  to  inform  a  person  of 
the  purpose  and  importance  of  the  wetlands  or  other  resource  area.  The  Con¬ 
servation  Commission  has  a  copy  of  these  regulations  available  for  information 
purposes;  however,  they  are  lengthy.  The  Commissioners  have  been  faced  with 
the  task  of  operating  under  the  provisions  of  both  sets  of  regulations  within  a 
short  period  of  time.  Overall,  the  Commission  has  successfully  assimulated  both 
sets  of  regulations. 

The  Conservation  Commission  increased  their  efforts  to  seek  the  Wetlands 
Act  and  Bylaw  enforced  in  1983.  The  illegal  filling  of  wetlands,  floodplains  and 
water  bodies  affects  other  residents  in  the  Town  and,  in  the  Commissioners 
opinion,  has  to  be  stopped.  Several  areas  of  Braintree  remained  flooded  the 
entire  year  and  part  of  this  is  simply  a  product  of  urbanization;  as  land  is  cov¬ 
ered,  storage  is  lost,  and  more  water  is  moved  directly  into  the  drainage  system. 
However,  the  illegal  and  in  some  cases,  large-scale  filling  of  wetlands,  also  con¬ 
tributes  to  problems  for  the  Town.  Conventional  methods  to  halt  the  work  and 
to  correct  a  situation  has  only  been  partially  successful.  The  Commission  has, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Town  Counsel,  begun  to  use  provisions  of  the  laws  to 
seek  additional  penalties  (fines)  to  be  imposed  on  persons  who  have  apparently 
chosen  to  ignore  the  wetlands  law  and  to  alter  them  without  concern  for  the 
damages  that  will  result  from  an  activity.  The  process  being  used  is  involved; 
however,  in  some  instances  the  continued  problems  can  be  addressed  in  no  other 
way. 


The  Conservation  Commission  also  continued  to  support  the  activities  of 
several  subcommittees  including  Land  Management  and  Open  Space  and  Recrea¬ 
tion.  The  Commission  has  benefited  from  volunteers  including  individual  citizens 
and  Scout  groups.  The  Conservation  Commission,  with  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and  Water  Commissioners,  continued  their 
support  of  the  community  gardens  off  Liberty  Street.

BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSIONERS 

1983 


The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  submit 
its  Annual  Report  of  activity  for  the  year  1983.  The  board  elected,  as  the  town’s 
first  ever  woman  as  chairman,  Sheila  D.  Roach,  a  six  year  elected  member  of  the 
board  in  April  and  elected  William  A.  Varroso  as  its  Vice  Chairman.  The  board 
conducted  twelve  monthly  meetings  and  recorded  an  overall  attendance  of  83%. 

The  department  continued  with  its  long  range  plan  to  modernize  and 
provide  more  efficient  grounds  maintenance  equipment  for  department  per¬ 
sonnel  to  maintain  and  improve  the  vast  acreage.  The  department  purchased  a 
six  cubic  yard  capacity  hydraulicly  operated  trash  compactor  which  will  make 
barrel  emptying  a  safer  and  less  costly  operation  of  the  department  for  years 
to  come.  A  grounds  sweeper  and  thatcher  was  purchased  to  ease  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  leaf  pick  up  at  the  many  outdoor  facilities  maintained  by  the  department. 

In  November,  the  board  was  assigned  the  responsibility  of  preparing  bid 
specifications  and  having  constructed  on  the  grounds  of  Braintree  High  School  a 
new  stadium  to  replace  the  structurally  unsound  Hollingsworth  Memorial 
Stadium  at  Hollis  Field.  Town  Meeting  appropriated  a  sum  of  $170,000  to  ac¬ 
complish  this  project  with  hopes  that  it  will  be  available  for  the  1984  high 
school  graduation  exercises.  This  all  aluminum  grandstand  with  a  newly  sodded 
playing  field,  perimeter  fencing,  refreshment  stand  and  restrooms  should  all  be 
readied  prior  to  the  1984  football  season. 

The  department  completely  rebuilt  the  infield  and  foul  territory  areas 
at  the  Bill  Brooks  Little  League  Field  behind  the  former  Colbert  School  on 
Pond  Street  during  the  Fall  and  playing  conditions  should  be  improved  con¬ 
siderably  with  this  redevelopment  that  also  includes  an  automatic  watering 
system  installation. 

During  the  Fall,  the  board  renamed  Little  Pond  Park  located  at  the  corner 
of  Washington  and  Pond  Streets  in  memory  of  Charles  R.  ‘‘Bud”  Furlong,  a 
resident  and  active  businessman  for  many  years  in  the  South  Braintree  business 
district.  The  dedication  ceremony  was  held  featuring  many  former  business  and 
social  acquaintances  of  the  late  Mr.  Furlong  with  special  comments  provided  by 
Park  Commission  Chairman  Mrs.  Roach. 

The  Park  Department  has  operated  and  scheduled  rental  use  of  the  Alice 
Daughraty  Gymnasium  at  the  former  Central  Junior  High  School  address.  The 
board  is  pursuing  transfer  of  this  indoor  recreational  asset  of  the  community 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  an  attempt  to  operate  this 
facility  as  a  year  round  recreational  facility  for  the  town  for  years  to  come.  A 
new  heating  system  was  installed  during  1983  and  separate  utility  service  feeds 
were  installed  to  make  this  building  independent  of  the  school  building. 
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During  the  year  in  cooperation  with  craftsmen  from  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  department  succeeded  in  con  vicing  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
disrepair  of  the  former  Central  Junior  High  main  building  which  required  board¬ 
ing  up  of  all  ground  level  and  first  floor  windows  and  doorways  to  prevent 
further  vandalism  to  the  facility. 

During  December,  vandalism  to  the  high  school  varsity  baseball  diamond 
by  an  automobile  caused  damage  estimated  more  than  $11,000.  Two  arrests 
have  been  made  by  the  Braintree  Police  Department  from  the  incident  and 
hopefully  some  amount  of  restitution  will  be  ordered  through  the  court  to 
partially  pay  for  repair  of  the  field.  Unfortunately  with  the  growing  season 
already  past  at  the  time  of  the  damage,  playing  conditions  at  the  field  will  be 
inferior  for  the  coming  1984  season,  but  the  department  will  pursue  funds  for 
full  field  restoration  which  will  occur  during  the  Fall  if  funded  by  Town  Meeting. 
The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  at  their  December  monthly 
meeting  voted  to  notify  the  Police  Department  and  Town  Counsel  that  they 
want  the  town  to  pursue  all  reasonable  legal  avenues  available  to  the  town  in 
prosecuting  to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law  this  matter  in  hopes  that  final 
adjudication  will  inform  the  community  that  similar  such  willful  acts  of  van¬ 
dalism  will  not  be  tolerated  in  this  town. 

The  Board  received  in  December  a  long  awaited  decree  from  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineer¬ 
ing  on  the  1979  expansion  of  the  Metropolitan  Yacht  Club’s  boat  mooring  and 
pier  system  configurations  which  the  department  had  formally  protested  as 
representing  a  potential  safety  hazard  for  bathers  using  the  adjacent  G.  Murray 
Smith  Beach.  The  final  decision  has  virtually  authorized  the  layout  of  the 
club’s  existing  pier  system  as  most  recently  amended  in  the  Fall  of  1983  with 
many  stipulations  on  procedure  the  club  must  conform  to  in  future  years  should 
similar  ice  damage  prevail  on  the  Weymouth  Fore  River  causing  repair  needs  in 
succeeding  Springtime  months.  While  the  board  did  not  concur  with  this  final 
decision,  it  took  the  position  that  the  matter  has  reached  a  final  decision  after 
almost  four  years  and  not  future  developments  may  occur  without  board’s 
involvement. 

The  Park  Department  was  actively  involved  in  the  return  of  the  town¬ 
wide  July  4th  holiday  civic  celebration  with  two  full  days  of  concerts,  fireworks, 
professional  entertainment  and  numerous  local  groups  and  organizations  featur¬ 
ing  food  and  bargain  products  for  the  literally  thousands  of  townspeople  who 
attended.  A  resident  won  the  cash  raffle  drawing  winning  $5,000  from  the 
committee  just  prior  to  the  finale  of  fireworks  on  July  3rd.  After  a  two  year 
absence,  this  most  attended  holiday  celebration  provided  fun,  laughter  and 
enjoyment  reminiscent  of  the  traditional  Independence  Day  Celebrations  in  the 
town.  The  best  comment  attributed  to  this  two  day  program  was  that  no  town 
funds  were  used  to  support  this  year’s  celebration  with  a  very  active  and  suc¬ 
cessful  fund  raising  committee  in  charge  of  raising  the  monies  through  private 
subscription.  The  Braintree  Arts  Council  was  kind  enough  to  provide  a  financial 
grant  which  allowed  for  a  35  member  band  from  Brockton  to  entertain  the 
crowd  of  people  the  night  of  July  3rd. 
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Six  Braintree  youngsters  between  the  ages  of  9-14  were  successful  in  win¬ 
ning  an  all  expense  paid  trip  to  the  National  Finals  of  the  Hershey’s  National 
Track  and  Field  Youth  Program  held  in  Pennsylvania  this  past  August  due  to  the 
initiatives  of  the  Braintree  Park  Department’s  Superintendent  William  Hedlund 
who  is  not  only  statewide  coordinator,  but  New  England  coordinator  of  this 
youth  program  that  involves  more  than  2.5  million  boys  and  girls  nationwide. 
Braintree  was  once  again  host  site  in  July  for  the  state  finals  that  involved  more 
than  five  hundred  youngsters  from  33  communities.  Those  attending  the  na¬ 
tionals  were  treated  to  an  all  expense  paid  flight,  rooming,  fine  food,  a  day  at 
Hershey  Park,  an  opportunity  to  meet  professional  athletes  and  a  chance  to 
compete  with  same  age  group  youngsters  from  all  50  states. 

For  years,  the  concessionaire  privileges  at  Sunset  Lake  have  been  awarded 
to  the  company  willing  to  meet  service  specifications  of  the  department  at  the 
highest  bidded  cash  price.  In  1983  due  to  declining  bidded  sums,  the  department 
through  the  cooperation  of  an  in-town  beverage  company  had  a  tonic  machine 
installed  which  generated  combined  with  the  concessionaire’s  bid  the  largest 
amount  of  revenue  for  the  department  since  this  program  was  adopted  six  years 
ago.  Funds  generated  are  used  to  offset  costs  to  provide  a  safe  and  attractive 
recreational  waterfront  for  residents  to  enjoy  during  the  nine  week  staffed 
program.  The  department  feels  that  it  is  successfully  meeting  the  challenges  of 
the  Proposition  2 Vi  mandate  of  generating  revenues  and  outside  resources  never 
before  explored  to  partially  offset  operating  costs  of  activities  sponsored  by  the 
department. 

The  board  is  once  again  grateful  to  the  many  departments  who  have 
assisted  the  Park  Department  during  the  past  year  with  the  projects  and  activities 
undertaken.  Special  recognition  should  go  to  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland, 
Highway  Superintendent  Robert  Frazier,  Acting  Water  Superintendent  Donald 
McHuge,  Civil  Defense  Director  Col.  Charles  Tinkham  and  Robert  Sherman, 
Executive  Secretary-Administrator  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Without  their 
cooperation  and  that  of  many  others,  the  achievements  of  the  Braintree  Park 
Department  would  have  been  impossible  during  1983.

BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE  OPERATION 

1983 


The  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  is  pleased  to 
submit  this  report  for  the  year  1983.  The  committee’s  business  is  reviewed 
monthly  by  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission  who  review  min¬ 
utes  of  actions  of  the  operating  committee  who  advise  the  Park  Commission  on 
operating  procedure  and  policy  to  be  incorporated  at  this  eighteen  hole  golf 
course. 

The  operating  committee  met  eleven  times  during  the  year  amassing  a 
combined  attendance  record  of  72%.  Highlight  of  the  year  was  the  record  setting 
deposit  of  receipts  from  golfing  patrons  at  the  facility.  More  than  $233,000  were 
deposited  in  the  golf  course  reserve  for  appropriation  account  during  the  year 
which  is  an  increase  of  the  previously  high  recorded  in  1982  by  1314%.  These 
monies  which  are  used  to  fund  the  entire  operating  budget  for  the  golf  course 
also  are  used  to  amoritize  the  twenty  year  borrowed  funds  for  the  expansion  of 
the  course  as  well  as  new  maintenance  equipment  at  the  facility.  Town  Meeting 
takes  action  on  Park  Commission  recommended  expenditures  at  the  special  or 
annual  sessions  and  the  department  has  been  most  successful  in  covering  all 
costs  afforded  the  golf  course  since  its  town  owned  purchase  in  1954. 

Extremely  heavy  rainfall  in  June  this  year  closed  the  golf  course  during 
high  volume  receipt  period,  yet  the  fine  golfing  conditions  at  this  facility  proved 
once  again  that  the  loss  could  be  made  up  once  play  resumed  ten  day  later. 

Several  pieces  of  new  equipment  were  purchased  to  modernize  mainte¬ 
nance  functions  at  the  course  including  a  utility  truckster,  a  sod  cutter,  new 
mowing  reels  and  a  spreading  machine  for  fertilizer  and  top  dressing  functions. 

Numerous  leagues  conducted  their  play  at  this  facility  using  late  after¬ 
noon  quiet  time  at  the  golf  course  to  generate  funds  not  otherwise  possible. 
Several  tournaments  were  held  at  the  facility  including  the  Braintree  Challenge 
Cup,  Braintree  Invitational,  the  Junior  Four  Ball  and  others  in  recognition  of  the 
fine  playing  conditions  that  exist  for  tournament  as  well  as  recreational  golfing 
alike. 


The  operating  committee  accepted  in  principle  the  idea  of  creating  through 
an  “added  charge”  to  annual  memberships  and  daily  greens  fee  assessments 
monies  to  be  deposited  into  a  seperately  developed  reserve  for  appropriation¬ 
building  fund  which  will  be  used  in  years  to  come  to  fund  renovations  and  im¬ 
provements  to  the  clubhouse  facility.  For  years,  the  one  glaring  need  at  the 
golf  course  has  been  a  facility  to  provide  showering  rooms,  better  maintenance 
areas,  larger  pro  shop  space  and  expanded  weather  tight  social  area  for  golfers 
to  enjoy  a  snack  during  or  after  their  use  of  the  course.  This  new  dedicated 
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building  fund  will  be  placed  before  next  year’s  town  meeting  with  hopes  that 
they  too  concur  with  the  recommendation  that  the  golf  course  can  improve  its 
current  existing  facilities  with  monies  generated  by  golfers  and  not  funded  out 
of  any  tax  levied  appropriations. 

The  committee  has  continued  with  its  long  range  development  of  auto¬ 
matic  irrigation  system  construction  completing  another  phase  during  the  year 
which  now  brings  the  project  to  near  2/3  completed.  This  new  system  reduces 
manhours  required  to  water  the  turfed  areas  at  the  golf  course  and  allows  for  a 
better  monitoring  of  irrigation  necessary  at  the  facility  to  maintain  optimum 
playing  conditions  particularly  during  the  warm  weather  months. 

The  committee  extends  its  appreciation  to  all  town  departments  who 
cooperated  with  the  Park  Department  during  the  year.  Special  recognition  to 
Town  Treasurer  Bob  Breen  and  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland  for  their 
assistance  in  maintaining  the  fiscal  accounts  of  the  golf  course  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  HARRY  J.  LAKE  MEMORIAL  FOREST 


During  the  past  year  there  were  only  five  permits  requested  to  cut  dead- 
wood  in  the  Town  Forest.  Apparently  the  available  wood  is  too  far  removed 
from  the  entrances  of  the  Forest  to  justify  the  effort  required  to  remove  it. 

We,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Boy  Scouts,  had  two  gates  installed  to  pre¬ 
vent  people  from  driving  into  the  Forest.  These  proved  to  be  inadequate  and 
had  to  be  replaced  by  two  more  substantial  gates  which  apparently  are  effective. 
During  the  coming  year  we  expect  to  install  two  or  three  more  of  these  gates 
at  other  entrances  to  the  Forest. 

Our  one  employee,  Steve  Mangone,  reports  that  the  Bottle  Bill  has  had  a 
tendency  to  reduce  the  number  of  containers  left  by  visitors  to  the  Forest.  It 
would  apprear  that  the  trash  problem  might  be  further  reduced  if  the  neighbors 
abutting  the  Forest  would  notify  the  Police  when  they  see  large  groups  of  young 
people  going  into  the  Forest  with  cartons  of  refreshments. 

The  drainage  problem  which  has  been  killing  large  numbers  of  trees  is 
being  studied.  We  hope  that  we  will  obtain  a  plan  to  correct  this  situation  and 
that  we  can  submit  a  proposal  to  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  near  future.

TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  or  subsidizes  452  housing  units 
in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State -aided.  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the 
new  offices  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  at  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree 
Highlands,  called  Highlands  Green.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at  least  65  years  of  age,  have  an  annual 
income  of  no  more  than  $12,180  for  one  person,  $13,900  for  a  couple,  and 
assets  of  no  more  than  $15,000. 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on 
Heritage  Lane,  in  East  Braintree.  This  site  was  completely  weatherized  through  a 
grant  made  possible  by  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  signed  by  Quincy 
Community  Action,  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  and 
the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  this  past  summer.  Our  residents  of  Heritage  are 
enjoying  increased  comfort  this  winter  and  we  expect  to  see  a  50%  decrease  in 
heating  costs  this  year. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  181  subsidized  units  for  low 
income  elderly  and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments, 
81  units  subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence 
Manor,  and  16  units  subsidized  in  the  private  housing  market  at  large.  The 
annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  the  program  range  from  $12,180  for 
one  person  to  $19,575  for  six  person,  and  the  maximum  allowable  assets  are 
$15,000. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State-aided.  5  units,  single  family  dwellings  at 
scattered  sites.  The  income  limits  for  admission  and  continued  occupancy  are 
the  same  as  for  the  Rental  Assistance  Program.  Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their 
own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the 
properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  income  for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally -aided.  95 
units  at  scattered  sites  in  the  private  housing  market.  The  annual  income  limits 
for  admission  to  this  program  range  from  $15,250  for  one  person  to  $24,450 
for  six  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset  limitation  for  eligibility.  Persons  to  whom 
Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued  seek  suitable  housing  accommodations  in 
moderately  priced  existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permissible  rents,  in¬ 
cluding  all  utilities,  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $438.00  for  a  one- 
bedroom  unit,  $515.00  for  a  two-bedroom  unit,  and  $635.00  for  a  three  bed¬ 
room  unit. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns  a 
large  single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Residence 
for  the  mentally  retarded  and  live-in  staff.  There  are  eight  full-time  residents  and 
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one  Respite  Care  room  for  periodic  use.  The  South  Shore  Rehabilitation  Center, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  leases  the  property  for 
the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational  training  for  the 
retarded  clients,  as  well  as  training  in  independent  living  skills. 

New  Projects  Under  Development: 

In  January,  1982  a  contract  for  Financial  Assistance  was  signed  by  the 
Authority  and  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Devel¬ 
opment  for  an  additional  5  units  under  the  Chapter  705  Scattered  Site  Family 
Housing  Program.  We  purchased  a  duplex  with  six  rooms  in  each  apartment  and 
we  are  still  looking  to  purchase  three  more  units  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  for 
low-income  housing  accomodations  for  larger  families.

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REPORT  OF  BRAINTREE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


This  past  year,  against  a  professional  bid  of  $92,000.00,  the  Council  on 
Aging  rehabilitated  the  Penniman  School  Annex  building  at  a  cost  of  $33,000.00 
in  grants,  $5,000.00  in  Town  founds  and  labor,  and  many,  many  unpaid  volunteer 
hours.  It  will  cost  between  $8,000.  and  $10,000.  to  heat,  light,  repair  and  main¬ 
tain  the  building  per  year.  We  receive  $2,200.00  from  the  Town,  $6,000.00  from 
a  grant  and  the  balance  will  be  raised  through  donations  and  fund  raising. 

We  operate  the  senior  center  with  one  permanent,  full-time  staff  person,  and 
as  of  July  1,  1983  one  permanent,  full-time  Outreach  worker  and  one  part-time 
Senior  Aide,  funded  through  South  Shore  Elder  Services.  The  senior  citizen 
population  at  present  is  estimated  at  9,000  and  we  see  a  continued  increase  in  the 
requests  for  services.  Attendance  at  the  senior  center  varies  from  a  minimum  of 
50  to  250  persons  daily,  depending  on  the  activities  scheduled.

REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  their  depend¬ 
ents  and  survivors  as  provided  under  Chapter  115  as  amended  under  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This  program  is  outlined  under 
Veterans  Benefits. 

Veterans  Benefits 

During  1983,  118  qualifying  families  ranging  in  size  from  1  to  12  were 
assisted  by  the  Town  of  Braintree  by  direct  financial  aid  and/or  assistance  in  the 
payment  of  medical  bills. 

A  total  of  $139,198.00  was  expended  by  the  Veterans  Services  Department 
for  Fiscal  Year  1983  for  Veterans  Benefits  and  administrative  costs.  Also,  during 
Fiscal  Year  1983  we  recovered  $20,435.30  as  a  result  of  legal  assignments  and 
liens  taken  against  workers’  compensation  claims,  other  insurance  claims  and  real 
estate  liens.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the  Town  of 
Braintree  for  one  half  the  amount  expended  on  benefits  less  their  share  of  re¬ 
coveries.  We  expect  the  Commonwealth  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Braintree  for 
approximately  $41,700.00  as  its  share  of  Fiscal  Year  1983. 

All  employable  recipients  of  Veterans  Benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly  re¬ 
ports  regarding  their  job  hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services.  In 
addition,  field  visits  to  recipients  are  made  by  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services 
as  well  as  State  Investigator  to  insure  eligibility. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  of  all  Federal  and  State  Programs,  including 
hospital  and  medical  services.  This  includes  the  Veterans  Administration,  Social 
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Security  Administration,  Division  of  Employment  Security,  Public  Health  Serv¬ 
ices  and  other  organizations  in  order  to  reduce  costs  to  the  lowest  possible  level 
for  Braintree  taxpayers. 

Veterans  Administration 

The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  performs  administrative  maintenance 
on  claims  and  awards  involving  more  than  three  million  dollars  received  by  Brain¬ 
tree  residents  from  the  Veterans  Administration  on  an  annual  basis.  This  main¬ 
tenance  includes  the  updating  and/or  changes  in  family  status,  deaths,  births, 
income,  disability  status  and  other  changes  affecting  the  status  of  these  claims 
and  awards.  There  were  approximately  1200  cases  falling  into  this  category  in 
1983  with  various  degrees  of  activity  ranging  from  little  activity  to  very  active 
cases. 


In  addition  to  maintenance  activities,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation 
and  submission  of  104  new  claims  filed  on  behalf  of  Braintree  veterans,  their  de¬ 
pendents  and/or  survivors  with  the  Veterans  Administration  in  Calendar  Year 
1983. 

Other  Services  Rendered 

Securing  VA  Medical  Center  admissions,  securing  of  military  and  medical 
records,  assistance  in  fuel  assistance  applications,  VA  income  applications  and 
real  estate  abatements  for  service-connected  disabilities,  transportation  of  dis¬ 
abled  veterans  to  hospitals  and  clinics,  assistance  in  filing  Social  Security  Disabil¬ 
ity  and  SSI  claims,  and  visitations  to  hospitals,  nursing  homes  and  private  homes 
for  elderly  and  disabled  veterans  and/or  dependents  and  survivors,  and  referral 
service  as  appropriate.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION 

All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared  for 
by  the  Graves  Registration  Office  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  in  compliance 
with  Chapter  114,  Section  46A  and  Chapter  115,  Section  9  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  is  required  to  file  an 
affidavit  with  the  City  or  Town  wherein  the  burial  took  place  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Permanent  registration  cards  are  kept  on  file  in  the  Veterans  Services 
Office.  At  this  point  in  time  72  affidavits  were  filed  with  this  office  during 
calendar  year  1983. 

A  flag  is  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased  veterans  each  Memorial  Day  and 
approximately  2900  graves  were  decorated  in  1983. 

Applications  for  government  headstones  or  markers  for  the  graves  of  de¬ 
ceased  veterans  can  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans  Services  Office  in  the  Town  Hall, 
as  well  as  information  on  various  cemetery  regulations  relating  to  the  installation 
of  these  headstones  or  markers.  These  are  provided  free  of  charge  by  the  Veter¬ 
ans  Administration. 

Veterans  Services  Office  is  grateful  to  Post  86,  American  Legion,  Post  1702 
of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  Chapter  29  of  the  Disabled  American 
Veterans  for  their  assistance  through  the  Braintree  Veterans  Council  for  their 
valuable  assistance  in  decorating  veterans’  graves  in  Braintree  cemeteries  for 
Memorial  Day  1983.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 


In  1983  the  Thayer  Public  Library  actively  pursued  its  mission  of  meeting 
the  cultural,  educational,  informational,  and  recreational  needs  of  all  ages  and 
groups  in  the  community;  and,  improvements  were  made  in  several  significant 
areas  regarding  the  quality  of  survival  within  the  parameters  of  prevailing  fiscal 
limitations. 

Specific  strides  were  made  in  the  pursuit  to  reinstate  levels  of  service  that 
existed  prior  to  Proposition  2Vi.  For  example,  judicious  prioritizing  and  re¬ 
alignment  of  resources  resulted  in  an  increase  of  10  open  hours  above  the 
fiscal  1982  schedule.  As  a  result,  circulation  of  library  materials  reached 
212,465  items;  use  of  auditoriums  by  community  groups  and  for  library  pro¬ 
gramming  totalled  442  meetings;  3,096  new  borrowers  were  registered;  and  fine 
monies  given  to  the  Town  Treasurer  were  greater  by  almost  $1,000  above  the 
$7,824.79  level  of  the  previous  annual  deposits. 

To  be  usure,  these  achievements  were  not  solely  due  to  the  increase  in  op¬ 
erating  hours;  the  tremendous  reservoir  of  resident  support  for  our  Town’s 
public  library  was  more  actively  recruited.  Local  volunteers,  civil  organization, 
and  businesses  assisted  the  Library  in  providing  outstanding  programming,  such 
as  the  heavily  attended  summer  reading  clubs  for  children  at  all  facilities;  the 
popular  financial  planning  series;  the  story  hours,  especially  those  provided  at 
the  Watson  Park  Branch  by  Braintree  Point  Women’s  Club  members  Ethel 
Spano,  Mary  Cristoforo  and  Claire  Feeney  who  have  donated  their  services  for 
over  14  years. 

The  Friends  of  the  Thayer  Public  Libraries,  Inc.,  sponsored  a  successful 
Fall  Family  Day,  as  well  as  a  daily  mini-book  sale,  and  President  Allan  Barnett, 
Esquire,  plans  many  more  exciting  events  for  next  year.  In  addition,  new  laser 
photographs  were  added  to  the  Library’s  collection  of  over  100  framed  art 
prints;  and  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  provided  a  free  family  pass  service  to 
the  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston  and  display  racks  for  audio  cassettes  at  Main 
Library  and  at  Watson  Park. 

Significant  improvements  were  also  made  in  the  book  and  recording  col¬ 
lections  of  the  new  Highlands  Branch  (at  250  Peach  Street  near  the  site  of  the 
South  Braintree  Middle  School),  which  serves  adults,  young  adults  and  children. 

In  addition  to  programming  and  services,  the  structure,  ambience  and 
patron  comfort  of  the  Library’s  physical  buildings  were  and  will  continue  to  be 
improved  through  repair  of  the  roof  and  installation  of  interior  storm  windows 
and  carpeting  at  Main  Library;  provision  of  partial  climate  control  at  the  High¬ 
lands  Branch  and  Main  Library  via  window  units;  and,  replacement  of  damaged 
insulated  glass  windows  and  construction  of  a  passive  solar  energy  system  at 
Watson  Park  (already  climate  controlled). 

During  the  forthcoming  year  the  quest  for  reinstatement  of  the  Books-On- 
Wheels  service  will  also  continue  —  as  recommended  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting  by  the  Human  Services  Study  Committee. 
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Since  the  past  is  prologue,  it  is  appropriate  to  remember  Doris  A.  Canavan, 
lifetime  member  of  the  Library  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  many  contributions  to 
public  library  service  in  Braintree  will  continue  to  grow  as  symbolized  by  the 
pink  dogwood  tree  ...  a  living  memorial,  donated  by  fellow  Trustees,  Library 
Director  and  Staff,  that  will  renew  itself  each  spring  in  front  of  her  beloved  Wat¬ 
son  Park  Branch. 

In  keeping  with  Town  guidelines,  this  report  has  been  abbreviated,  how¬ 
ever,  recognition  must  be  given  the  many  civic-minded  individuals  and  organiza¬ 
tions  whose  assistance  greatly  aided  the  continued  operation  of  the  Library  and 
its  branches.  The  Thayer  Public  Library  wishes  to  thank  all  contributors  for 
their  generous  donations  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year.

School  Advisory  Board:  During  the  school  year  members  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  school  administration  meet  monthly  with  representatives  of  Parent- 
Teachers’  Organizations  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 
Mrs.  J.  Compton  serves  as  the  School  Committee  liaison  with  Parent-Teacher 
Organizations. 

School  Transportation  and  Safety  Advisory  Council:  Mrs.  J.  Amorosino,  School 
Committee  representative:  The  Council  provides  valuable  assistance  to  the 
School  Committee  in  matters  which  pertain  to  our  school  bus  transportation 
program  and  to  our  children’s  safety. 

Energy  and  Fuel  Conservation:  Mr.  T.  Lynn.  For  the  past  several  years  sub¬ 
stantial  cost  savings  have  been  realized  through  the  implementation  of  measures 
to  conserve  electricity  and  fuel.  The  cooperation  of  the  staff  is  a  significant 
factor  in  the  successful  implementation  of  these  conservation  measures. 

Town  Water  Conservation  Committee:  Mr.  P.  Agnew,  School  Committee  repre¬ 
sentative.  A  study  of  the  water  usage  for  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  found 
that  there  has  been  a  five  per  cent  (5%)  reduction  in  usage  since  the  inception  of 
the  Water  Conservation  Program. 
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Town-wide  Study  Committee  on  Closed  Schools:  Mrs.  J.  Compton,  and 

Study  Committee  on  Surplus  School  Buildings:  Mr.  R.  Zanca,  Mrs.  J.  Compton, 
and  Mr.  T.  Lynn.  During  the  next  several  years  it  is  anticipated  that  the  enroll¬ 
ment  in  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  will  decline  to  about  4000  pupils  (from  a 
December  1983  enrollment  of  5200).  Planning  ahead  for  school— housing  needs 
is  difficult  because  so  many  factors  could  change  the  projected  numbers;  how¬ 
ever,  reasonable  planning  must  be  done  with  the  information  that  is  available. 

In  January  1983  a  Future  School  Housing  Survey  was  sent  by  the  Braintree 
School  Committee  and  school  administration  to  every  Braintree  household.  The 
survey  contained  questions  in  the  form  of  options  regarding  organization  of 
grades  into  existing  buildings.  The  Braintree  residents  were  requested  to  review 
the  various  options  and  to  give  their  opinions  of  what  is  best  for  the  education 
of  Braintree’s  children  and  young  people.  * 

(*)  Approximately  10,000  surveys  were  mailed  to  Braintree  households; 
approximately  eight  per  cent  (8%)  responded. 

By  the  school  year  1985—86  it  will  be  time  for  a  decision  regarding  school  hous¬ 
ing.  The  responses  to  the  above-indicated  Future  School  Housing  Survey  will 
be  of  significant  assistance  to  the  School  Committee  in  reaching  its  decision. 

Town  Study  Committee  on  Health  Insurance  Premiums:  Mr.  T.  Lynn,  School 
Committee  representative.  The  Study  Committee  will  review  the  amount  of 
money  the  employees  will  pay  as  premiums  for  Health  Insurance  in  the  Town  of 
Braintree. 

Town  Stadium  Study  Committee:  Mr.  F.  Curtis,  School  Committee  representa¬ 
tive  and  Chairman;  Mr.  F.  Herget*,  Member  at  Large  (*  Director  of  Physical 
Education  and  Athletics).  In  November  1983  Town  Meeting  voted  to  authorize 
the  construction  of  a  2,000  seat,  $170,000  stadium  on  the  grounds  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  High  School  property,  as  recommended  by  the  Stadium  Study  Committee 
and  as  endorsed  by  the  School  Committee. 

The  new  facility  will  replace  the  Hollingsworth  Stadium  on  Hollis  Field  which 
was  declared  unsafe  by  structural  engineers.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  facility 
will  be  completed  in  time  for  the  graduation  exercises  for  the  Braintree  High 
School  Class  of  1984. 

subcommittee  re  Evaluation  of  Braintree  High  School:  School  Committee  rep¬ 
resentatives  Mrs.  J.  Compton,  Mrs.  J.  Amorosino.  A  visiting  committee  repre¬ 
senting  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  will  conduct  the 
decennial  evaluation  of  Braintree  High  School  in  the  fall  of  1984.  Preceding  that 
event,  the  administration  and  staff  are  busy  conducting  the  extensive  self-evalua¬ 
tion  of  all  programs  at  the  High  School.  Working  with  the  staff  and  serving  on 
self-evaluation  subcommittees  are  Mrs.  Joan  Compton  and  Mrs.  Janice 
Amorosino,  representing  the  Braintree  School  Committee. 
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Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  D.  Williams,  School  Committee  representative. 

The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses  taken  by  teachers  can 
earn  credit  towards  the  teachers’  professional  advancement. 

Fiscal  Year  1984  School  Budget 

In  May  1983  Town  Meeting  approved  a  School  Budget  for  the  1984 
fiscal  year  in  a  total  amount  of  $13,939,681.,  as  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  total  budget  for  operating  expenses  was 
well  under  the  required  two  and  one-half  per  cent  (2*6%)  increase.  This  was 
made  possible  by  reducing  professional  staff  and  by  using  income  (from  leased 
spaces  and  money  saved  in  the  fuel  account)  to  pay  some  of  the  maintenance 
costs  of  school  buildings  and  to  purchase  textbooks  and  supplies. 

The  budget  included,  however,  a  projected  wage  increase  of  four  per  cent 
(4%).  But  negotiations  with  the  Braintree  Education  Association  were  not  com¬ 
pleted  at  that  time.  The  four  per  cent  (4%)  was  put  in  to  provide  a  truer  picture 
of  the  school  budget  in  relation  to  all  the  other  Town  budgets. 

In  November  1983,  when  negotiations  were  finalized,  Town  Meeting 
voted  to  appropriate  $160,095.  to  cover  the  difference  in  dollars  between  the 
negotiated  salary  settlement  with  school  employees  and  the  salary  line  items  as 
appropriated  at  the  May  Town  Meeting.  The  School  Committee  was  most  en¬ 
couraged  by  the  Town  Meeting  approval  of  the  FY  1984  school  budget. 

In  1983  the  Braintree  School  Committee  considered  many  other  matters 
which  are  described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings. 
Because  of  space  constraints  this  Annual  Report  for  1983  provides  information 
on  only  a  few  matters  of  major  concern  and  mutual  interest.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1983 

The  Braintree  Public  Schools  addressed  the  major  challenge  of  1983  by 
delaying  purchases  of  textbooks  and  supplies,  by  postponing  some  maintenance 
projects,  and  by  reducing  personnel  to  keep  pace  with  the  declining  enrollment. 
As  a  result  the  school  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1984  was  passed  unanimously  by 
Town  Meeting  in  May  and  a  supplementary  budget  was  approved  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  November. 

The  constraints  of  Proposition  2lA  and  the  loss  of  fiscal  autonomy  of 
school  committees  have  necessitated  closer  working  relationships  with  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  and  other  municipal  departments,  and  this  has  produced 
better  understanding  of  budgeting  problems.  The  School  Department  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  maintain  quality  educational  programs  which  will  rebound  to  the 
benefit  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools  and  the  community  in  general. 

This  year  the  enrollment  decreased  by  340  pupils,  which  was  less  of  a 
decline  than  projected.  The  birth  rate  in  Braintree  is  increasing  steadily  from  a 
low  of  249  in  1976  to  the  most  recent  figure  of  341  in  1982.  The  largest  un¬ 
expected  increase  occurred  this  September  in  grade  one  where  28  pupils  more 
than  anticipated  enrolled. 

Grade  three  increased  by  19,  grade  four  by  17,  grade  six  by  27,  grade 
seven  by  15,  and  grade  nine  by  23  pupils.  It  is  expected  that  this  trend  will 
continue  until  the  class  sizes  in  the  elementary  and  middle  schools  level  off  at 
about  350.  The  present  enrollment  in  all  grades,  including  pre-school  and 
kindergarten,  is  523 1 . 

High  Standards  in  the  Braintree  Schools 

Much  has  been  written  recently  about  public  education  calling  for  more 
rigorous  academic  standards,  longer  school  days  and  years,  and  more  rigid  codes 
of  behavior  for  students.  One  frequently  quoted  piece  of  evidence  for  this  need 
are  the  declining  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  Scores  (S.A.T.’s).  This  was  not  at  all 
true  at  Braintree  High  School  where  the  seniors  in  the  Class  of  1983  had  a  mean 
score  of  435  in  the  verbal  tests  and  a  mean  score  of  470  in  the  mathematics 
tests.  This  verbal  score  was  ten  points  higher  than  the  national  mean,  eight 
points  higher  than  the  state  of  Massachusetts  mean,  and  five  points  higher  than 
the  mean  for  New  England. 

In  the  mathematics  tests  Braintree  seniors  scored  two  points  higher  than 
the  national  mean,  seven  points  higher  than  the  state  mean,  and  five  points 
higher  than  the  mean  mathematics  score  for  New  England.  It  is  important  to 
note  also  that  sixty-three  percent  (63%)  of  the  class  took  these  examinations. 
Furthermore,  seventy -one  percent  (71%)  of  the  567  graduates  in  this  class  con¬ 
tinued  on  in  some  program  of  higher  education.  Forty-nine  percent  (49%)  are 
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enrolled  in  four-year  degree  programs,  the  highest  percentage  of  any  graduating 
class  in  the  history  of  Braintree. 

The  graduation  requirements  for  Braintree  High  School  are  among  the 
highest  in  the  state.  In  order  to  graduate,  seniors  must  have  passed  a  minimum 
of  four  years  of  English,  two  years  of  mathematics,  three  years  of  social  studies, 
two  years  of  science  (including  biology),  and  one  year  of  creative  arts.  But  this 
is  not  all.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  seniors  who  plan  to  apply  for  college 
have  a  minimum  of  two  and  preferably  four  years  of  foreign  language  study, 
preferably  four  years  of  successful  work  in  college  preparatory  mathematics, 
science  and  social  studies. 

The  Braintree  Public  Schools  must  serve  all  of  its  young  people  and,  in 
order  to  do  this  as  an  effective,  comprehensive  high  school,  many  and  varied 
programs  are  available  to  the  school  population.  The  Braintree  school  system 
offers  a  diversity  of  programs  for  the  less  able  students  who  need  a  high  school 
education  and  the  training  in  communication  and  computation  skills  such  an 
education  provides.  The  high  school  program  also  offers  excellent  vocational 
training  for  students  who  desire  to  enter  the  work  field  immediately  after  high 
school. 

All  of  these  students  must  meet  the  minimum  graduation  requirements. 
Despite  this  fact  the  percentage  and  the  number  of  school  leavers  have  dropped 
since  1972.  Seventeen  out  of  584  students  who  entered  the  ninth  grade  did 
not  graduate,  a  very  low  rate  of  2.9%.  In  1972,  3.2%  left  school,  or  21  students 
out  of  653  students. 


Highlights  in  the  Braintree  Schools 

School  administrators  cannot  rely  on  intuition  to  determine  how  effective 
are  the  instruction  by  teachers  and  the  appropriateness  of  the  curriculum.  Over 
the  past  several  years  a  comprehensive,  standardized  testing  program  has  been 
used  to  assess  the  quality  of  educational  programs  in  Braintree.  The  California 
Tests  of  Basic  Skills  were  again  administered  to  all  pupils  in  grades  2,5,  and  6  in 
the  fall  of  1983. 

Detailed  test  results  compare  the  performance  of  Braintree  children  on 
these  tests  with  the  national  norms  developed  from  the  scores  of  the  same  co¬ 
horts  throughout  the  country.  These  results  show  that  on  a  total  battery  of 
tests,  which  include  reading,  spelling,  language  usage,  mathematics,  science,  and 
social  studies,  Braintree  pupils  at  all  grade  levels  scored  above  the  national 
norms. 

Each  day,  in  addition  to  the  daily  academic  programs,  many  other  activi¬ 
ties  and  enriching  events  are  taking  place  in  our  schools.  The  Highlands  School 
Parent-Teacher  Organization  received  approval  of  the  Braintree  School  Com¬ 
mittee  to  dedicate  the  playground  area  behind  the  school  to  the  memory  of  a 
most  active  member  and  past  president,  Mr.  John  Murphy.  This  gentleman 
spent  many  long  hours  organizing  youth  activities  and  improving  the  recreational 
facilities  in  the  Highlands  School  district. 
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The  Lakeside  School  Parent-Teacher  Organization  provided  the  financial 
resources  to  bring  professional  artists  in  the  fields  of  drama,  puppetry,  mime, 
music,  and  lecturers  on  the  animal  world.  Some  of  these  programs  were  initiated 
by  a  group  of  parents  in  the  Morrison  School  district  who  formed  a  Morrison 
School  Arts  Council.  These  parents  go  to  area  meetings  and  preview  programs 
for  their  interest  value  and  appropriateness  for  elementary  pupils.  A  recent  cul¬ 
tural  event  featured  the  Codman  English  Bellringers.  This  group  of  talented 
ladies  performed  for  the  first  time  before  a  school  audience.  The  Arts  Council 
was  able  to  procure  a  five-hundred-dollar  grant  this  year  also  to  assist  the  PYO’s 
in  the  funding  of  additional  programs. 

The  Ross  School  has  an  interesting  program  in  the  fourth  grade  which  was 
developed  to  improve  writing  skills.  A  number  of  pupils  have  received  free 
passes  to  the  Edaville  Railroad  for  superior  composition.  Part  of  this  activity 
involves  writing  poetry,  and  some  of  these  have  been  sent  to  local  newspapers. 
Such  activities  give  a  purpose  to  the  art  of  composition  because  the  pupils  have 
an  opportunity  to  apply  the  language  skills  and  correct  use  of  vocabulary  which 
they  have  learned. 

At  the  Liberty  School  a  creative  and  interested  parent  has  organized  a 
five -week  program  of  activities  for  grade  3,  4,  and  5  pupils  to  attend  after 
school.  The  activities  are  taught  by  parents  who  are  talented  in  such  areas  as 
children’s  literature,  cartoon  drawing,  aerobics,  photography,  cake  decoration, 
and  calligraphy.  This  program  has  been  enthusiastically  received  by  the  children 
in  these  three  grades. 

At  Halloween  time  the  spirit  of  cooperation  between  school  personnel, 
parents,  and  the  community  helped  to  make  the  observance  of  this  traditional 
skirmish  with  witches  and  goblins  a  safe  and  enjoyable  one  for  the  school  child¬ 
ren.  All  of  the  schools  had  programs,  parties,  and  opportunities  in  the  evening 
for  children  to  experience  “haunted  houses.” 

At  East  Middle  School  a  very  successful  magazine  fundraising  campaign 
will  provide  assistance  to  eighth-grade  pupils  to  cover  the  costs  of  their  annual 
visit  to  our  nation’s  Capital.  Other  students  will  benefit  by  field  trips  locally, 
special  enrichment  programs,  and  a  Field  Day  Extravaganza  in  the  spring. 

The  Student  Councils  at  both  South  and  East  Middle  Schools  sponsored 
very  successful  drives  to  collect  tiems  for  the  “Toys  for  Tots”  campaign.  This 
was  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Braintree  High  School  Student  Government. 
These  toys  are  then  given  to  hospitals  for  distribution  to  needy  children. 

This  year  two  evening  winter  concerts  had  to  be  presented  by  South 
Middle  School  students  because  of  the  large  number  of  participants  in  the  musi¬ 
cal  programs.  The  performers  entertained  full  houses  on  both  occasions  with 
holiday  music.  This  response  of  parents  is  indicative  of  the  spirit  and  support 
we  have  come  to  appreciate  in  Braintree.

The  total  enrollment  for  the  Blue  Hills  Technical  School  and  the  Technical 
Institute  Day  Programs  remained  constant  during  the  1982—1983  school  year.

The  Computer  Center  served  our  towns  in  a  multitude  of  school  depart¬ 
ment  and  town  government  operations. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  indebted  to  our  local  School 
Committee,  Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  members  and  local  Advisory  Board  members  who  so  ably  assisted  with 
their  continued  and  dedicated  support  in  1983.

Interest  Earnings  Evaluation: 

Comparing  income  of  1982  which  amounted  to  $1,311,024.99  to  income  of 
1983  which  amounted  to  $837,567.52  shows  a  decrease  of  interest  income  of 
$473,457.47.  The  reason  for  this  loss  can  be  attributed  to  the  average  Market 
interest  rates  of  1982  at  11.65  %  compared  to  lower  interest  rates  of  8.62% 
in  1983.  Another  major  factor  would  be  the  loss  of  available  revenue  for  invest¬ 
ment  due  to  delay  of  tax  bills  for  six  weeks  during  each  taxable  period  of 
April  1,  1983  and  October  1,  1983.  Approximate  loss  for  the  three  (3)  month 
period  $225,000.00.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the 
following  two  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws: 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds 
and  securities  of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them  and  expend 
therefrom  monies  as  directed  by  the  Commissioners.  The  treasurer  shall  furnish 
a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute 
the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board  shall 
keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  and  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  Town,  showing  the  total  amount  of  the  funds  and  their  invest¬ 
ments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same,  setting  forth  in  detail 
the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expenditures. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  two  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General
